ment of public safety shall be reimbursed for actual expenses from lottery 
overhead funds; to require contracts be made pursuant to the public bid 
laws; to prohibit certain persons from purchasing lottery tickets or shares; 
to proscribe the levying of any state, county or local taxes upon the proceeds 
of any prize awarded by the state lottery; to prescribe penalties for certain 
violations and crimes; and to specifically provide that no provision of this 
act shall be construed to rescind or repeal, in whole or in part, any existing 
or future constitutional amendment or statute authorizing dog racing, horse 
racing or charitable bingo.

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 6:00 o’clock p.m. having arrived, the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in Joint Session in 
the Hall of the House of Representatives, in accordance with House Joint 
Resolution 3 heretofore adopted, for the purpose of hearing an address by 
the Honorable George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama. 

The Joint Session was called to order by the Honorable William J. 
Baxley, Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 
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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, 
appeared before the Joint Session and delivered in person the following 
message: 


STATE-OF-THE-STATE MESSAGE 
BY 
GOVERNOR GEORGE C. WALLACE 
JANUARY 14, 1986 


Governor Baxley, Speaker Drake, Ladies and Gentlemen of the Legislature, 
My Fellow Citizens: 


Today, we begin an historic day in the life of State Government. We 
are in a new building that has been specially designed to provide you with 
suitable accommodations. 


It was absolutely necessary for us to move out of the Capitol building so 
that it could be renovated. We are so fortunate in Alabama to have one of 
the most beautiful and most historic capitols in the entire nation. We simply 
could not let this building deteriorate, but we had to spend what money is 
necessary to preserve this important part of our history for us and for future 
generations. 


We have made a lot of progress in many areas since January, 1983. When 
we first gathered three years ago, it could be said that our state, fiscally 
speaking, was on a respirator. It was in “intensive care” because it had been 
mis-managed. 


In fact, you could say that the “Ship of State” had been drifting without 
any knowledgeable direction from the stern. Some people in high places 
either did not know how to direct the state fiscally, or they did not care. 


Let me give you an example: 


A letter was mailed out at taxpayer expense to every taxpayer in Alabama, 
telling you that there was plenty of money in Montgomery after both the 
general fund and the education budgets had been declared prorated. Now, 
one action or the other was wrong. 


And above all else, the morale of our people was injured in 1983. In 
many cases, hope was gone. 


Today, Alabama is healthy. Our economy is growing. Many of our people 
are now looking for a better job..... and not just a job. 


Yes, we still have needs. Yes, we still must make more progress. We 
still have a lot of work to do. But, at least, the State of Alabama is fiscally 
on its feet and healthy. 


Our big problem now is that the federal government is trying to reduce 
the federal deficit, and of course it must be reduced, but they are doing so 
by cutting services to the states. Many of these cuts affect essential services 
that our citizens need..... And I’Il have more to say about that later. 
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But I want you to know that I am extremely proud of our accomplish- 
ments. 


When we took office in January, 1983, we had an unemployment rate 
of 16.7 percent as compared with a national average of 11.4 percent. In fact, 
Alabama and Michigan led the nation with the highest unemployment rates. 


The Alabama unemployment figure for last November was 7.8 percent. 
That’s a reduction of almost 9 percent. We no longer lead the nation in the 
number of people unemployed. In fact, in October, there were 10 other states 
with higher unemployment rates than Alabama. And from December of 1984 
until October of 1985, Alabama’s unemployment dropped 3.7 percentage points 
which was the largest drop of unemployment in the entire nation. That’s 
something we can be proud of. 


When I campaigned for office, I campaigned on the platform of more 
jobs for the people of Alabama. I am extremely pleased with our progress 
in this area. 


During the first two years of this administration we have announced 
capital investment of about three-billion dollars, providing new jobs for some 
37-thousand Alabamians. 


The figures for 1985 are still being compiled, but we expect another 
good year. 


Many of these new industries are under construction and the full impact 
on Alabama’s employment will not be known until later... but the future 
of Alabama’s economy looks bright. 


I would like to mention just a few of the major industries that have 
announced recently. 


Ata The Boeing plant in the Huntsville area has anncunced some 40- 
million dollars of expansion employing about 2-thousand with even more 
expansion coming soon, and eventually we hope will employ 12 to 15 thousand 
in the Huntsville area. 


te In the Birmingham area, the U.S. steel plant was about to close when 
we came into office. We worked with management and labor to obtain an 
agreement that saved thousands of jobs for that area while U.S. steel plants 
in most other states closed down. 


“ins Soe In the Montgomery area, we announced a new G.E. plant that will 
provide hundreds of jobs for central Alabamians. 


towers In Sheffield, we have announced the re-opening of the 21-million dollar 
die casting plant that will provide up to 900 new jobs. 


Santee In Mobile, several major announcements including Scott Paper Com- 
pany, an expansion of Degussa, and a 25-million dollar expansion of Metco 
America. 


And these are just a few. We have several major announcements coming 
up early this year that will provide thousands of new jobs for the people of 
our state. In fact, one of those announcements is scheduled later this week 
which will be a very major industry that all the Southeastern states were 
trying to get..... but Alabama got it. We expect that this major foreign 
industry will grow to be even larger once it has located in our state. 
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Budget 


A better economic climate that includes billions of dollars in new and 
expanded industry and thousands of new jobs has been extremely helpful in 
our budgetary progress. You will recall in January 1983 both the general 
fund and the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund were in proration. 
The 15% proration in the general fund was the first proration since 1962- 
63. 


Actually, according to the receipts at that time, proration when we took 
office should have been 22%. For the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund budget, this was the 4th time in the last 5 years that this budget had 
been prorated. We rolled up our sleeves and began to work. We suggested 
certain revenue measures and, thanks to you, those measures were approved 
to augment the rapidly deteriorating general fund. Thanks to renewed con- 
fidence in our economy and our business climate, the revenues earmarked 
for the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund began a dramatic recovery 
in May and June of 1983. The fiscal situation in 1982-83 was dismal, but 
with courage and tenacity we attacked the problem. We closed the prorated 
1982-83 fiscal year with a $1,222 balance in the General Fund and $10,571,554 
in the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. In fact, we even made up 
the proration in education and paid the budget in full. 


Since that time we have enjoyed a better budgetary situation. Through 
new revenue measures, improving business climate and certain administrative 
efforts, we have funded state government and education without any further 
proration. Through careful analysis of the state indebtedness and a strong 
awareness of the national bond market, our finance department has saved 
the state over 106 million dollars in actual overall debt service reduction. 
When you add the savings by paying the banks on the due date rather than 
in advance, this savings becomes more than 109 million dollars. In my 
opinion, these efforts represent outstanding service to the people of Alabama 
and a significant contribution to the fiscal stability of our state. 


General Fund 


In the general fund for 1985-86, you appropriated and we will spend 
the majority of the 57.6 million dollar balance we had on hand October 1, 
1985. As we project that 1985-86 budget to the 1986-87 year and compare 
that number to available funds for 1986-87, we are short 31.6 million dollars. 
Therefore, after we provide for certain necessary increases or level budgets 
in corrections, medicaid, public safety, and pensions and security, the re- 
ies items must be reduced by 4.5% in order to present a balanced 

udget. 


With a majority of the budget being reduced from the 1985-86 level and 
without the infusion of new dollars, it is impossible to include a raise for 
state employees in this budget submitted. I strongly urge you to be fiscally 
responsible as you deliberate the 1986-87 general fund budget I will submit. 
If you examine my record, I have never had to declare proration. I do not 
want to start with the 1986-87 budget. 


Alabama Trust Fund 


I am extremely proud of my proposal to you which you approved, and 
the voters of Alabama approved, that established the Alabama trust fund. 
This idea, in my opinion, is a major accomplishment of this administration 
and of the legislature. It is a lasting compliment to the voters of Alabama. 
They were extremely wise in approving this concept as a constitutional 
amendment which provides for permanent protection for this fund. Your 
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statesman like approach to this opportunity will be a lasting tribute. This 
legacy will be enjoyed by present and future generations. The stewardship 
of the money invested in the Alabama trust fund has been placed with an 
exemplary board of trustees. They have contracted with a leading interna- 
tional investment firm in an advisory role. On October 31, 1985, the corpus 
of more than 335 million dollars was invested at an average rate of 10.6% 
for an average term of 7.5 years. This will produce approximately $35 million 
dollars annually. You recall this corpus is to be augmented by additional 
lease sales, oil and gas settlements, royalties, legislative appropriations, and 
the corpus of the Alabama heritage trust fund in the year 2001. The corpus 
of the Alabama trust fund could very well exceed one billion dollars in just 
a few years. With the investment policies we have established we will have 
a continuing flow of interest into the general fund. 


Education 


We have made tremendous progress in education during this current 
term. You recall we began in January 1983 with 10% proration in the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. With changes in the economy, a 
reduction in unemployment, and better fiscal management, we were able to 
remove the proration in the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund before 
the end of the year. 


Beginning with the 1983-84 budget, we began an emphasis on excellence 
in all phases of education in Alabama. We have made unprecedented progress. 
I would like to mention just a few of the more significant accomplishments: 


1, We provided fully funded kindergarten programs; 


2. We established a public education employees’ health insurance board 
that created a statewide health insurance program to provide a financially 
sound health insurance program for all participating education personnel. In 
the current FY 1985-86 budget there is $84,000,000 (84 million dollars) to 
support this program: 


3. We provided more teacher units in order to reduce the teacher/pupil 
ratio; 


4. We funded a 15% raise in FY 1984-85 for all teachers K through 
12 and support personnel; 


5. We put into motion during the 1985-86 budget a plan that was 
designed to pay teachers according to their performance. The first step in 
this progress was an attempt to get closer to national average teachers’ salary 
by increasing tenured teachers’ salary 15% and increasing non tenured 
teachers 5%. That amounts to a 30% raise over two years for most teachers 
while implementing a valuable non-taxable health insurance benefit; This 
increase is applied to an improved base and this base becomes larger with 
each calculation. 


6. We placed a special emphasis on math, science and computer ed- 
ucation directly through appropriation of dollars for equipment and indirectly 
through scholarship money for teacher training. 


7. We provided large sums of money for school buses, library books 
and equipment purchases and repair; and 


8. We exercised administrative discretion in allocation of funds to help 
alleviate cash flow problems for local schools.

1st Day 


The budget we are operating on in FY 85-86 is some 79 million more 
in absolute dollars and about 10 million conditional dollars than my original 
proposal. When the budget was passed, I had the choice of vetoing it or 
approving it. Quite frankly, under the circumstances I felt it was better than 
one we might get if I sent it back with a veto. Therefore, I signed it, knowing 
that it was higher than my recommendation. There is a possibility that the 
economy would continue to improve greater than finance department pro- 
jections and maybe we could fully fund the legislatively approved budget. As 
the fiscal year 84-85 came to a close the dollars available on September 30, 
1985 in the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund was within 12.9 million 
dollars of the number that had been predicted by the finance department. 
Ladies and gentlemen, that is within 7/10 of 1 percent of being exactly on 
the nose with the estimate. 


If the estimates are that close for 1985-86, we face a shortfall of revenue 
compared to projected expenditures. In order to balance the budget, there 
are certain discretionary items (Alabama public school and college authority, 
governor’s education program, state department of education, etc.) In the 
budget which will not be spent until we see our revenues are sufficient to 
offset the shortfall. Finance officials are monitoring the situation very closely 
and, if a trend develops, appropriate action will be taken. 


One of the most exciting accomplishments of the three previous years 
is the $310 million capital outlay bond issue. 


In my opinion we will be able to sell all those bonds at one time if the 
market is favorable and not increase the annual debt service payment from 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. I might add that this funding 
accommodation was made possible through a refunding which provided up 
front savings, reduced the total Alabama public school and college authority 
debt service and shortened the length of time of the refunded bonds. This 
capability of selling all at one time, again if the market is favorable, will 
permit many worthy projects to begin almost immediately. Only time can 
measure the everlasting effect these new facilities will have on the lives of 
our students as they mature to become adults of tomorrow. 


Putting education expenditures in perspective, in 1982-83 we were spend- 
ing nearly 1.5 billion dollars for education. In the 1986-87 budget, I will 
propose spending over two billion dollars. That is an increase of over half 
a billion dollars, or 37 percent since 1982-83. During the intervening years, 
we have spent nearly one-half billion dollars in carry forward balances. 


Therefore, the situation before you, as you consider the education budget, 
is one I predicted and offered a solution to in my “State of the State” 
address at the beginning of the Regular Session in 1984. At that time, I 
told you of the recommendations of the task force on economic recovery 
which I had appointed just before I took office. I told you how they had 
studied our tax structure and had made recommendations for improvements 
in our tax system in light of our future needs in Alabama. 


At that time, two years ago, I told you that if you desire a quality 
education program... If you desire a state that can compete for industry 
and commerce... If you desire a state where our children can stay and be 
productive on par with other states in our region... if you desire Alabama 
to be a meaningful part of the 21st century, that we must provide some 
long-range funding and quality standards and controls for education. Those 
were my words to you in 1984. 
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I then presented to you two constitutional amendments which I asked 
you to submit to the people of Alabama to raise funds needed for future 
revenue in Alabama. Those proposals were so structured as to not provide 
an increase in the tax burden of the average citizen of Alabama. 


Needless to say those proposals did not become law so now we face the 
task of attempting to continue the momentum toward excellence in education 
without the benefit of those additional dollars. 


I simply cannot urge you too strongly to take the statesman like approach 
to developing the 1986-87 Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund budget. 
Remember the predicament you faced when you came into office in January 
1983. Resist the temptation to appropriate more than is available. I think’ 
if you check with your local school people, they would strongly encourage 
you to avoid a prorated budget. 


And on the matter of pay raises for teachers and state employees, let 
me just say one thing. Since I came into office during my first administration 
in 1963, there have been more gains and advances for state employees and 
teachers during my administration, and that of my late wife, Governor 
Lurleen, than all other governors combined. 


I’m talking about salary increases, the improvements in the insurance 
program that began in 1963, holidays, sick leave, personal leave and other 
fringe benefits. I have always demonstrated my concern for the hard working 
employees of this state. 


I realize we still have some way to go to bring our teachers nearer to 
the national average. But I must remind you that we will have to live within 
our income of what we bring in to state government. 


Also, there are more factors than just the education budget to consider 
when determining whether the education budget can be funded. You should 
carefully examine any legislation which impacts the dollars for education. 
Legislation providing fringe benefits for education and tax exemptions of 
various types have a serious impact on education dollars. My commitment 
to you is to veto any budget which I feel would be prorated. If you pass it 
over my veto, it will be necessary for me to declare proration effective October 
1, 1986. 


I further commit to working with you in this difficult task in any way 
possible. Together we can continue the precedent of the last three years— 
no prorated budgets. Let us continue to be the fiscally responsible admin- 
istration that gave Alabamians the legacy of the Alabama trust fund, initiated 
educational opportunity for our kindergarten-age children, and provided 
unprecedented funds for educational capital outlay—all within available dol- 
lars without mortgaging the future of the coming generations to satisfy the 
whims of the present. 


Unemployment Compensation 


In January 1983 our unemployment compensation trust fund was $57 
million dollars in debt—bankrupt! I called representatives from industry, 
labor and this legislature together to develop a bill to deal with the debt- 
riddled fund while increasing benefits to the unemployed. With your help 
we passed this legislation to repay the debt without any penalty on our 
business community and returned the fund to solvency. We have accomplished 
our mission—the debt has been paid and sufficient reserves have been 
established to ensure the financial stability of the trust fund. 
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On January 1, 1986, we removed the unemployment tax on our employees 
for unemployment compensation. This is the first time in history that there 
has been no unemployment tax imposed on our citizens. Also, the unem- 
ployment tax surcharge has been removed from industry. 


Needless to say, I am pleased with this progress. But we can’t stop here. 
We must continue to search for ways to assist our workers with the hardships 
caused by unemployment. Recently I have instituted negotiations that are 
aimed at further improvements in the benefits in case of unemployment. I 
am very hopeful to be able to recommend legislation in this session of the 
legislature which incorporates the agreements to be reached in these nego- 
tiations. 


Highways 


I want to mention just a word about how proud I am of our highway 
program in Alabama. At the present time we have the biggest highway 
program underway in the history of Alabama affecting virtually every county 
in the state. 


I have always been a strong advocate of a good highway network and 
I realize how vital it is to the development of our full economic potential. 
During my four administrations and that of my late wife, Governor Lurleen, 
520 miles of interstate have been placed under construction at a cost of 1 
billion, 579 million dollars. This represents 57 percent of the total interstate 
system mileage and 73 percent of the total interstate cost in Alabama. 


During my current administration there are several important highlights 
I would like to mention concerning highways. 


biosec The September 1984 highway letting had more highway projects 
than any other single letting in the history of the highway department. 


athe In terms of projects let to contract, the 1984 fiscal year represented 
the largest single year’s letting in a quarter of a century. 


ee In December 1984, the last segment of the 32.5 mile interstate 
459 Southern Bypass in Birmingham was opened to traffic. 


ee Just last month, the final segment of interstate 65 was opened to 
traffic, marking an historic day in Alabama, as all through interstate routes 
in Alabama were open to traffic. That includes interstates 10, 20, 59, 65, 
and 85. That’s a total of 839 miles. 


etnies And, finally, our highway letting this month is estimated to be 
the single largest dollar letting in our history and is expected to be about 
90 million dollars. 


In other words, because of the five-cent federal gas tax passed by Congress 
in 1982, millions of dollars was taken out of Alabama to Washington, thanks 
to your passage of the inspection fee, which was absolutely necessary, we 
are able to get our share of that money back to Alabama and have one of 
the best highway programs in the entire nation. And still, we have the lowest 
taxes per capita than any other state in the union. 


Gasohol Exemption 


There is, however, one adjustment I would like for you to consider in 
the matter of highway revenue. The 1980 state legislature set the tax on 
gasohol at three cents a gallon less than the tax on gasoline. This was done 
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at a time when it was thought there would be an oil shortage, which did 
not materialize the way it was expected. However, that subsidy for gasohol 
is still in effect. 


There has been a big increase in gasohol sales in the past year and we 
have lost about 5.7 million dollars in highway revenues. And in the next 
two or three years, it is estimated we will lose some 50 to 75 million dollars 
a year if we don’t correct this problem. 


To protect the integrity of our highway program, I hope you will consider 
removing this three-cent gasohol exemption so that our five-year highway 
construction program will not be jeopardized. 


Federal Cuts (Gramm-Rudman Legislation) 


Earlier, I mentioned briefly the federal cuts that are affecting our state 
programs. The Gramm-Rudman legislation recently enacted by Congress calls 
for a balanced budget by 1991. The intent of this legislation may be nobel. 
However, the federal government plans to balance the budget on the backs 
of the poor people who depend on public assistance and social services. 


There may be constitutional questions about this law, but if it goes into 
effect, the department of pensions and security alone will lose more than 2 
million dollars this year in federal funds. That’s money that goes for protective 
services for children, adoption, transportation and day care programs. 


Next year, pensions and security could lose as much as 10 million dollars 
in federal funds. This loss of money will devastate the delivery of social 
services in the state. 


There are other ways to reduce the federal deficit without cutting essential 
services to the poor and needy. It seems that we have forgotten that a nation 


that forgets its poor will lose its soul. 


Now I am not talking about loafers and deadbeats. I’m talking about 
the truly needy and poor. 


All of us agree that the federal deficit must be reduced. However, if 
they had listened to the people of Alabama and others who felt and thought 
like we did years ago, and if they had spent the money like it should be 
spent, there would have been plenty of money to carry on essential programs 
without these cuts that we are now seeing come to pass. 


Loss of Food Stamp Sales Tax 


Because of an ill-considered federal law which encroaches on the rights 
of the states—the recently passed farm bill—the food stamp program is in 
jeopardy in Alabama. A provision of this federal law forbids states, counties 
and municipalities from collecting sales tax on purchases made with food 
stamps. This sale tax is a vital source of revenue to local governments to 
pay for education, but the tax is also used to pay the state’s share of the 
administrative cost of the food stamp program. We intend to fight this 
federal legislation through the courts, but if we lose, the state stands to lose 
nearly $23 million dollars. The food stamp program would lose $16 million 
dollars. If Alabama is to continue the food stamp program, we will have to 
find state money to fill this void. 


Drugs 


One of the most insidious evils ever to attack the people of this nation 
is the evil of drug abuse. It’s a national problem that’s going to require 
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action at the national level if we are ever going to solve it because states 
are not able to control it as it should be controlled. 


We need the death penalty for the big drug operators, not just in Alabama 
but throughout the nation. Our attorneys tell us that we cannot enact the 
death penalty in Alabama for drug dealers without jeopardizing our entire 
death penalty and run the risk of having it declared unconstitutional. 


But surely the justice department in Washington has enough constitu- 
tional lawyers to draft legislation to provide a death penalty that would be 
constitutional that would apply to major drug operators... And also a death 
penalty for those who engage in acts of terrorism, espionage and sabotage 
during peacetime. Sure and swift punishment is long overdue for those who 
would destroy our nation through drug trafficking ... or murder our innocent 
citizens through acts of terrorism. We need to change our judicial system 
so that justice is obtained. And I say that justice delayed is justice denied. 


In the meantime, we need to do all at the state level that we can do. 
In addition to increasing the penalty on drug operators, I am asking you to 
broaden the net of forfeiture and condemnation of property in drug raids. 
This should also apply to land. 


A reasonable, prudent property owner with good sense should know 
whether marijuana is being grown on his land. If it is discovered, and there 
is reason to believe the property owner knew it was there, then that land, 
and the land contigious to where marijuana was being grown, should be 
confiscated, as well as any vehicles if plants are found in them. 


We need to do more in the area of drug prevention and education. We 
need to increase our efforts in education, in community programs, in public 
awareness programs, and in the area of providing acceptable alternatives— 
especially for our young people—so that they will know they do not have 
to look to drugs in their search for excitement and enjoyment. But realize 
that drugs will eventually destroy their future and their very lives. 


Prisons 


The matter of new prisons has become a big financial drain, not just 
on our state but nearly every state in the union. We are all familiar with 
what’s been happening in Tennessee recently. It seems that we have to build 
a new prison every year to keep up with the federal court requirements of 
so much space for every prisoner. If this trend continues, it’s going to get 
to the point that it takes all our money to build comfortable prisons. 


I know in world war two, we put up quonset huts for our soldiers to 
live in. I think all the states should join together and ask the justice 
department and the federal courts to allow us to do something similar to 
Ly to house prisoners, who certainly deserve no better than our servicemen 

id. 


Lawsuits 


Another very serious matter that should concern all of us is the astro- 
nomical court judgments being handed down in lawsuits recently. These 
awards have gone into the millions of dollars and have caused insurance 
costs to soar out of sight, and even caused curtailment of some necessary 
medical services. 


In some cases, doctors are refusing to deliver babies, and some emergency 
medical services are being jeopardized for fear of malpractice suits. 
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Everybody is suing everybody else and the courts are jammed with all 
kinds of lawsuits... many of them frivilous. 


Nobody wants victims to be unprotected, but judges and juries are 
handing out unbelievable judgments against people who did not create the 
problem in the first place, but who are thought to be financially able to pay 
large judgments. 


When doctors see every patient as a potential lawsuit, and other profes- 
sionals see every service or job as a potential malpractice hazard, it’s time 
for something to be done. Too many qualified professionals are leaving their 
field of expertise because they cannot obtain malpractice insurance, or it’s 
so high they can’t afford it. 


And it’s not just doctors and midwives who are affected. We’re also 
talking about engineers, accountants, educators, retail businesses, industries 
and manufacturers of products. 


[ll tell you what’s happening, trial lawyers are getting fat, and everybody 
else is paying through the nose. 


In fact, one study in 1984, showed that in one non-medical field, lawyer’s 
fees consumed an astonishing 63 percent of court damage awards. 


And in the medical area, the number of malpractice cases in Alabama 
has doubled since 1980, and the average jury award has jumped from 57- 
thousand dollars to 1.9 million dollars in the last four years. 


This is not just a medical problem. It’s not just a business problem. It’s 
everybody’s problem because it’s the people who have to pay for it in the 
long run. 


I say it’s time we take action to reduce the amounts of these judgments 
that will allow our people to continue to receive these important services. 


Lottery 


I want to say just a word about the matter of a lottery. If you will 
check the records, you'll find that when I was in the House of Representatives 
I sponsored the act that got rid of bookies and prohibits lottery in Alabama. 
I am still just as much against a lottery now as I was then. 


I personally don’t believe in gambling. I don’t gamble myself, and I don’t 
believe that the state should encourage working men and women to gamble 
aney their hard earned dollars that they may need to feed and clothe their 
families. 


We are admonished by God himself to refrain from such activity as 
pons, so how can we, as a state in the Bible belt, encourage such activity 
y passage of legislation that puts the state in the lottery business. 


A lottery is no way to solve the financial problems of the State of 
Alabama. It’s a poor man’s tax. It preys on the poor and offers a false hope 
of quick money to desperate people who need to spend what money they 
do have to support their families. 


Supercomputer 


One of the major accomplishments that I am proud of is the supercom- 
puter. With the purchase of this major piece of equipment, this administration 
has stepped forward into the 21st century with a computer that can make 
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from 100 million to 500 million calculations per second. We are locating it 
in Huntsville so that our defense related industry can tie in directly without 
using external communication. 


Alabama is blessed by having one of the finest high-tech centers in the 
nation located at Huntsville and this equipment will add much to that 
complex, and be of great benefit to our State. 


At the same time, the supercomputer can be utilized by other private 
industry, our state government, and by all of our doctoral universities. In 
fact, we expect to obtain enough users for the computer to pay for its 
operation and maintenance. 


Abortion Bill 


It is unfortunate that healthy young women are having abortions in 
this state every day, while at the same time, couples who desperately want 
children of their own are unable to have them. Many couples want to adopt, 
but there are not enough healthy infants available. In this session, a bill 
will be introduced that will require abortion clinics in Alabama to tell young 
women who want abortions about the alternatives available to them. We 
will give these young women the opportunity to bring their babies into the 
world through licensed maternity homes, and these babies who otherwise 
will die will have the opportunity to grow up in loving adoptive homes. 


Parental Notification 


Also, the parental notification bill which you have been considering for 
sometime now, will be introduced this session. I urge you to go ahead and 
give consideration to this proposal in the interest of the safety and health 
of the young people of our state. 


City-County Revenue 


For sometime now you have been considering legislation to allow the 
cities and counties to share in the interest from oil and gas revenues from 
the Alabama trust fund. I hope you will approve this measure to allow 10 
percent to the cities and 10 percent to the counties once the interest from 
this fund reaches $60 million dollars so that it can be distributed in a 
manner that the cities and counties desire. 


The Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate then 
announced that the purpose of the Joint Session having been accomplished, 
the Senate would retire to its Chamber.

Campbell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read 
a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 136. To amend the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act, Act No. 
81-855, Acts of Alabama 1981 (codified as Chapter 22, Title 41, Code of 
Alabama 1975), by specifically amending Section 41-22-3, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to the definition of “agency” to include the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management and to delete those exempted agencies 
which no longer exist, and relating to the definition of “rule” to exempt 
from that definition hunting and fishing seasons, bag or creel limits pro- 
mulgated by the commissioner of the department of conservation and natural 
resources, any form which is specifically required by federal statute or by 
federal rule or regulation, but providing that all forms must be on file with 
the secretary of the agency and with the legislative reference service and 
published in the agency administrative code and relating to the definition 
of “contested case” to exempt from that definition and the provisions of 
Sections 41-22-12 through 41-22-21, Code of Alabama 1975, certain pardon 
and parole hearings; by amending Section 41-22-6, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the effective dates of rules so as to permit an effective date of 
less than 35 days where the action is required by or to comply with a federal 
statute or regulation which requires adoption of a rule upon fewer than 35 
days’ notice and to require that adopted rules be filed within 90 days after 
notice; by amending Section 41-22-8, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the 
time limitation placed upon agency action upon a petition in writing re- 
questing the adoption, amendment or repeal of a rule so as to grant an 
agency which has its next regularly scheduled meeting beyond said 60-day 
period, the authority upon written notice to extend the period for not more 
than 30 days within which to deny or initiate rule-making proceedings; by 
amending Section 41-22-11, Code of Alabama 1975, to correct appeals ref- 
erence; by amending Section 41-22-12, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
contested cases to permit, where now permitted by existing statute, delivery 
of notice of hearing by first-class mail, postage prepaid, to be effective upon 
the deposit of the notice in the mail; and further to provide that where the 
statutory determinative process is a multi-level procedure, the opportunity 
to present evidence need be afforded at only one level in the process unless 
otherwise provided by statute; by amending Section 41-22-13, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, relating to rules of evidence so as to provide that, where judicial 
review is by a trial de novo, it is not necessary to make objections or for 
the agency to rule upon objections during a hearing, where such procedure 
is announced in advance of hearing, but requires the agency in such case 
to consider only such testimony and evidence as is relevant, material, com- 
petent and legal; by amending Section 41-22-16, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to final decisions and orders to provide that notification of all orders, 
except the final order, may where permitted by existing statute, be delivered 
by first-class mail, postage prepaid, and delivery to be effective upon deposit 
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of the notice in the mail; by amending Section 41-22-20, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to judicial review of contested cases to require that a cost 
bond must be filed with the agency in order to initiate appeal or review; to 
make the 30-day period within which to appeal or to institute judicial review 
uniform in all cases, to provide for appeal or review by the courts by a trial 
de novo where permitted by existing or future statute; to provide that appeals 
from agency orders may also be filed in the circuit court of Montgomery 
County; by amending Section 41-22-21, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
appeals from final judgments of circuit courts to require that an appeal must 
be taken to the appropriate appellate court within 42 days from entry of 
judgment; by amending Section 41-22-23, Code of Alabama 1975, to clarify 
the time in which the joint committee on administrative regulation review 
has to approve or disapprove a proposed regulation and to provide further 
for the number of copies of a proposed rule an agency shall furnish the 
committee; by amending Section 41-22-24 to provide the procedure for 
reconsideration of disapproved rules by the legislature; amending Sections 
41-22-25 and 41-22-27, Code of Alabama 1975, to clarify the effective date 
and publication date of the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act; and 
repealing the exemption of the Alabama Department of Environmental Man- 
agement as set forth in Section 14(d) of Act No. 82-612, Acts of Alabama 
1982. 


Rep. Campbell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H.29. (With Amendment): To provide for the “Alabama Safety Belt 
Use Act of 1986”; to require front seat occupants of passenger cars to wear 
safety belts; to exempt certain persons from the provisions of this act; to 
prescribe a penalty for violation of the provisions of the act; and to provide 
for a phased-in implementation. 


Rep. Campbell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H.106. To prohibit certain activities related to tampering with meters 
and other facilities of public utilities furnishing utility services or otherwise 
diverting or using utility services unlawfully; to provide felony criminal 
punishment for violations; and to provide that the provisions of this act are 
cumulative to Section 13A-8-10, Code of Alabama 1975.

Requiring physicians who treat or examine any person having, 
or suspected of having the illness known as Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS) to report such illness to the state health officer. 


To amend Section 34-23-51, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
provides for licensing and examinations of pharmacists, so as to provide 
further for the examinations of applicants for the profession. 


H.81. To prohibit public and private motor vehicle carriers from trans- 
porting hazardous material through tunnels; to provide for jurisdiction of 
certain law enforcement officers; and to provide penalties for violations.

“The insured or such other person entitled to benefits under such contract 
or policy of insurance or plan or agreement for health services shall have 
the exclusive right to choose or select any practitioner or member of the 
healing arts of Alabama to perform such services, notwithstanding any 
provisions of such contract or policy of insurance or plan or agreement for 
health services to the contrary. (Acts 1975, No. 1101, §1.)”; and

WHEREAS, persons regularly engaged in the arts generally find it

WHEREAS, high property values and resulting rental costs make it 
particularly difficult for persons regularly engaged in the arts to obtain the

To alter and rearrange the boundaries of the City of Birming- 
ham to include within the corporate limits thereof all territory now within 
such corporate limits thereof and the territory lying within the corporate 
limits of the City of Roosevelt City including certain territory described by 
metes and bounds subject to approval of a majority of electors residing in 
said territory in an election provided for in the act, to provide for the 
transfer of assets, debts, existing contracts and employees of the City of

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of Districts, bills were introduced, severally read one time, 
and referred to appropriate standing committees, as follows: 


By Reps. Junkins, Crow, Onderdonk and Warren: 


H. 452. To appropriate funds to the Alabama Association of Rescue 
Squads from the state general fund for the purpose of employing a full-time 
representative and executive director for said Association, and for the pur- 
chase, maintenance and operation of equipment necessary for the coordination 
of the performance of emergency services, and for the maintenance of a full- 
time state office for the Association and the staffing of the same. 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Association of Rescue Squads is an organi- 
zation which is entirely independent of any government agency. It was 
organized for the purpose of coordinating the efforts and resources of the 
137 squads now active in setting standards for their activities. The orga- 
nization also actively encourages new groups to form so that a network of 
qualified, well-trained squads will be available when needed anywhere in 
Alabama. The Association required proof of organization, thorough training 
of individual members, and ownership of basic equipment before accepting 
a squad into membership in the Association; and 
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WHEREAS, the 5,000 volunteers who make up the individual mem- 
bership of the Alabama Association of Rescue Squads undergo rigorous and 
continual training on a regular basis under the guidance of qualified instruc- 
tors such as advanced First Aid, Basic Rescue Skills and Techniques, Emer- 
gency Medical Technician I, Emergency Medical Technician II, Emergency 
Medical Technician III, Auto Extraction, Diving and many other courses, 
including courses taught by local doctors pertaining to their work. These 
men give unstintingly of their time in these training programs so that they 
are prepared to cope with almost any emergency. Each squad is listed in 
the telephone directory of its area, and maintains a twenty-four hour an- 
swering service. Any one may call for their assistance, but often their 
assistance is requested by Local Law Enforcement Agencies or other civic 
officials, including the local Emergency Management Agency. In case of a 
large-scale disaster, and at the request of the local squad, squads from other 
areas travel, at their own expense, many miles to assist with rescue work. 
Sometimes they leave their jobs for days or weeks to help where the need 
is great. Under these circumstances, they are not only unpaid for their 
services, but unpaid for their meals, lodging and transportation as well as 
the expense incurred in using their equipment; and 


WHEREAS, most of the squads in the Association have accumulated 
basic equipment by dent of hard work. They solicit contributions through 
donations, roadblocks and other fund-raising programs. In many areas, other 
civic organizations hold fund-raising drives for their local rescue squad. A 
conservative estimate of their most basic equipment cost would be $50,000.00 
per squad. Essential equipment includes ambulances, fully equipped; flood- 
lights; generators; communication equipment; motorboats; grappling hooks; 
block and tackle; firefighting equipment; Hurst tools for auto extraction; all 
types of first aid supplies; stretchers; cutting torches; and a heavy-duty truck. 
Maintenance of this equipment is expensive due to the hard usage it under- 
goes; an 


WHEREAS, the volunteer rescue squads are prepared to cope with a 
wide range of emergencies. They work effectively in rescuing victims of water 
mishaps, searching for lost persons in wooded areas, cliff rescue, persons 
stranded in caves, mines, wells, atop towers and other accessible places. They 
also work with law enforcement agencies and fire departments. They are 
trained in tunneling and shoring, which training is applied in event of cave- 
ins, or in rescuing persons trapped in debris from tornadoes and hurricanes. 
Rescue squads serve their communities in other ways. For instance, sixty- 
two percent (62%) of all ambulance service in Alabama is furnished by 
voluntary rescue squads, assuring the people of their area a reliable ambulance 
service, which the communities could not otherwise afford. They maintain 
trained volunteer crews around the clock to make these ambulances and 
personnel available for the public. The areas covered by rescue squads 
ambulance services have populations not dense enough to support a com- 
mercial ambulance service. We now have 78 ambulance services furnished 
by units of the Alabama Association of Rescue Squads. In severe and 
widespread emergency situations, a local squad can call and have the services 
of 10 to 25 other squads within one or two hours, and sometimes within 
less than an hour; and 


WHEREAS, the above are only a few of the many instances of the 
dedicated work of rescue squads. They perform services not provided for by 
any other group or governmental agency. Only rescue squads have the 
manpower, the equipment and the “know-how” to aid the public in a wide 
assortment of dire emergencies. Rescue squads are among the very few civic 
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organizations whose sole and only purpose is to serve the public. It is 
reassuring to know that such a group exists throughout the state, eager to 
be of help; and 


WHEREAS, the demand for the services of local rescue squads and the 
coordination of their efforts in time of large-scale emergencies has become 
so great that the Association can no longer operate efficiently with voluntary 
manpower, furnished by its elected officers on a voluntary basis, and without 
a central office from which to operate. There is a need for a full-time paid 
executive director, with a full-time paid clerk or secretary, a central state 
office and the equipment within which to operate such office and implement 
the services of such staff; now therefore,

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and in 
praia with Sections 284, 285 and 287 of the Constitution of 1901 as 
amended: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The legislature finds that it is the policy of the state of Alabama that 
all precautionary measures be taken to save the lives of the state’s citizens 
from vehicle accidents and thereby, to preserve the most valuable resource 
of the state. 


(a) Each front seat occupant of a passenger car manufactured with safety 
belts in compliance with Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standard No. 208 
shall have a safety belt properly fastened about his body at all times when 
the vehicle is in motion. 


(b) The provisions of subsection (a) of this amendment shall not apply 


(1) A child passenger using a child passenger restraint system pursuant 
to Section 32-5-222, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(2) An occupant of a passenger car who possesses a written statement 
from a licensed physician that he is unable for medical reasons to wear a 
safety belt. 


(3) A rural letter carrier of the United States Postal Service while 
performing his duties as a rural letter carrier. 


(4) Passengers in a passenger car with a model year prior to 1965. 


(5) Passengers in motor vehicles which normally operate in reverse. 
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Any person violating the provisions of this amendment may be fined 
up to $10.00. 


Failure to wear a safety belt in violation of this amendment shall not 
be considered evidence of contributory negligence and shall not limit the 
liability of an insurer. 


The period from the effective date of this amendment until twelve 
months thereafter shall be a warning period in which persons who violate 
the provisions of this amendment shall be issued a warning citation by the 
proper law enforcement officer, but no monetary fine shall be assessed against 
the offender. At the conclusion of the said warning period all provisions of 
this amendment shall be in full force and effect. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general, special, primary or constitutional amendment election 
after the expiration of three months from final adjournment of the current 
session of the Legislature. The election shall be held in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as 
amended, and the general election laws of this state. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. In 
every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall 
be posted at each courthouse and post office.

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature is concerned about the health and 
environmental problems related to the disposal of scrap tires which requires 
further study in depth and these require positive recommendations to the

executive director of the Alabama Tire Dealers’ Association. These nonvoting 
members shall serve without pay and shall give such expertise and perform 
such tasks as may be assigned by the full committee. It shall be the duty 
and function of the committee to analyze the present status of disposal of 
scrap tires and to make recommendations for legislative revision which it 
considers necessary or desirable to enable the state to more adequately meet 
and furnish the services and requirements of the citizens in a safe, healthful 
and environmentally sound manner.

To propose and amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 authorizing legislation to permit municipalities and counties to 
provide for the redevelopment and revitalization of areas within their cor- 
porate limits or boundaries by creating tax increment districts; to provide 
for the payment of all increased ad valorem taxes resulting from such 
redevelopment or revitalization to the municipality or county which created 
the district until any indebtedness incurred with respect to such project has 
been paid; to provide that no such payment shall be made to the extent 
that it jeopardizes the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by any 
tax applicable in the proposed district; to exempt the municipality or county 
from the provisions of Section 94 of the Constitution with respect to any 
such project; to provide that any such indebtedness shall not constitute a 
charge against any constitutional debt limit if it is payable solely from such 
increased ad valorem taxes; to ratify and approve legislation adopted in 
eee of the powers hereby conferred; and to provide for the adoption 

ereof. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution.

districts and to permit withholding of tax increments to satisfy prior binding 
commitments.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“The governing body of Morgan County (hereinafter called “the County”) 
shall have the power to levy and collect a special ad valorem property tax, 
in addition to all other taxes now or hereafter authorized by the Constitution 
and laws of the State, at a rate not exceeding 4 mills on each dollar’s worth 
of taxable property in the County as assessed for county taxes; provided, 
however, that no such tax shall be levied or collected hereunder unless the 
rate of such tax and the time it is proposed to be continued shall have been 
first submitted to the qualified electors of the County and voted for by a 
majority of those voting in such election; provided, further, that if a majority 
of the qualified electors of the County participating in the election on the 
ratification of this amendment shall vote for the ratification hereof, then 
the approval of this amendment expressed by the said vote in favor of its 
ratification shall of itself authorize the levy and collection of the said tax, 
without an additional election, at a rate not exceeding 4 mills on each dollar’s 
worth of taxable property and for a period of twenty-five (25) consecutive 
tax years of the County commencing with the tax year beginning October 
1, 1986 (for which county taxes generally will become due and payable on 
October 1, 1987), and continuing until and including the tax year beginning 
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October 1, 2010, (for which county taxes generally will become due and 
payable on October 1, 2011). If the majority of the qualified electors of the 
County participating in the election on the ratification of this amendment 
shall not vote in favor of the ratification hereof, or if the majority of the 
qualified electors of the County voting at any election called by the governing 
body of the County under the provisions of this amendment shall not vote 
in favor of the levy of the said tax proposed at the election so called, the 
governing body of the County may from time to time call other elections 
hereunder on the levy of the said tax, but not more than one such election 
shall be held during any period of twelve consecutive months. Each election 
on the levy of the said tax held subsequent to the ratification of this 
amendment shall be called, held, conducted and canvassed, and notice thereof 
shall be given, in the manner and within the time provided by the then 
existing general laws of Alabama pertaining to elections to authorize the 
issuance of county bonds. 


The tax levied and collected hereunder shall not be so levied for a period 
exceeding twenty-five (25) consecutive tax years of the County. The aforesaid 
governing body of the County may, notwithstanding any statute or other 
provision of law requiring that county ad valorem property taxes be levied 
at a particular time or during a particular period, levy such tax, with respect 
to the first tax year during which such tax is to be so levied, at any time 
during such tax year. 


The proceeds of the tax levied and collected hereunder shall be used 
solely for the purpose of paying costs of acquiring or developing industrial 
sites in the County and of extending and installing streets, roadways and 
utility services therein and thereto, either directly through the payment of 
such costs or indirectly through the payment of the principal of and the 
interest on bonds, warrants, notes or other securities hereafter issued by the 
County for the purpose of paying such costs. In either of such events, the 
County may at its option advance, lend or donate all or any portion of said 
tax proceeds to Decatur—Morgan County Port Authority (hereinafter called 
“the Authority”), or advance, lend or donate to the Authority all or any 
portion of the proceeds from the sale of any such bonds, warrants, notes or 
other securities, in either case solely for use by the Authority for payment 
of costs of acquiring or developing industrial sites and of so extending and 
installing streets, roadways and utility services. 


If all or any portion of the costs of acquiring any industrial site or 
other property are paid directly or indirectly out of proceeds from the tax 
levied and collected hereunder, the title to such property shall be taken in 
the name of the County or the Authority. Any such property may be leased, 
sold, exchanged, or otherwise disposed of by the County or the Authority 
(as the case may be), but may not be sold except in accordance with the 
applicable provisions of that certain amendment to the Constitution (known 
as Amendment No. 429) that was proposed by Act No. 82-695 adopted at 
the 1982 Second Extraordinary Session of the Legislature of Alabama; pro- 
vided, that with respect to any such property the title to which is in the 
name of the Authority, any action required by said Amendment No. 429 to 
be taken by the governing body of the County (or of any municipality in 
the County) shall instead be taken by the board of directors or other governing 
body of the Authority. 


This amendment shall be construed in pari materia with the aforesaid 
Amendment No. 429 to the Constitution and with that certain amendment 
to the Constitution (known as Amendment No. 303) that was proposed by 
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Act No. 548 adopted at the 1969 Regular Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama. In exercising any power conferred on it by this amendment, neither 
the County nor the Authority shall be subject to the provisions of either 
section 93 or section 94 of the Constitution, as amended. The Legislature 
shall have the power, by general, local or special act, to enact laws in 
furtherance of the purposes hereof or otherwise supplemental hereto, any 
provision of section 104 of the Constitution to the contrary notwithstanding. 


It is hereby specifically declared that this amendment is not being 
proposed pursuant to the provisions of that certain amendment to the 
Constitution (known as Amendment No. 425) that was proposed by Act No. 
82-330 adopted at the 1982 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, 
and the provisions of the said Amendment 425 are hereby declared to be 
inapplicable to this amendment.” 


Section 2. The election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held at the next general election after the expiration of three months 
from final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. It having 
been specifically declared in the said proposed amendment that the provisions 
of Amendment No. 425 to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, shall be 
inapplicable to said proposed amendment, the said election shall be held in 
accordance with the provisions of sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution 
of Alabama 1901, as amended, and chapter 17 of Title 17 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election on the proposed amendment shall be 
given by proclamation of the Governor, published in a newspaper in each 
county in the State once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed herein for the election, and in any county in which there 
ey be no newspaper published, the notice shall be posted at each courthouse 
therein. 


Section 4. It is hereby expressly provided that the provisions of section

islature of Alabama that the unconscionability limitation on interest rates 
in Section 8-8-5 (a) be strictly construed and strictly enforced. It was the 
further intent of the Legislature of Alabama that interest rates on said loans 
which reach a level that imposes an unreasonable, unjust and inequitable 
burden on the borrower are prima facie unconscionable and therefor an 
unlawful violation of Section 8-8-5 (a). 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That this Legislature hereby directs 
the Attorney General and the state banking department to fulfill their 
statutory duty by enforcing the unconscionable provision of Section 8-8-5 
(a). The Attorney General is directed to use the full power of his office to 
represent the farmer, the unemployed, the handicapped, the poor and dis- 
advantaged, the elderly, the widows and the other consumers of this state 
who have been victimized by loan sharks and disreputable lenders who are 
issuing loans at an unconscionable rate of interest.

AN ACT 
To provide a statutory remedy to the purchaser of a motor vehicle, or 


successors in interest, against the manufacturer thereof, requiring the re- 
placement of the motor vehicle or the refund of its purchase price, by the 
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manufacturer, where the motor vehicle fails to conform to the manufacturer’s 
warranties thereon in a substantial way and the manufacturer fails to remedy 
such non-conformity. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. As used in this Act the following terms shall have the 
respective meanings as indicted: 


A. “Consumer” means the purchaser, other than for purposes of resale, 
of a motor vehicle used in substantial part for personal, family, or household 
purposes, and any person to whom such motor vehicle is transferred for the 
same purposes during the duration of an express warranty applicable to such 
motor vehicle, and any other person entitled by the terms of such warranty 
to enforce the obligations of the warranty. é 


B. “Motor Vehicle” shall mean any motor vehicle as defined by Section 
32-1-1.1(32), Code of Alabama 1975, that is required by the provisions of 
Article 5, Chapter 12, Title 40, Code of Alabama, supra, to be licensed for 
use on the public highways of the State of Alabama, and which is sold in 
this State; provided, however, that the terms hereon shall not apply to any 
motor vehicle having a manufacturer’s gross vehicle weight rating (GVWR) 
of 10,000 pounds or heavier; and provided further, that with respect to motor 
homes, recreational vehicles, or other special use vehicles, consisting of a 
motor vehicle chassis to which other components have been added or as- 
sembled by one other than the manufacturer of the chassis, the remedy 
provided by this Act shall not be available against the manufacturer of the 
chassis as to that portion of the vehicle added or assembled other than by 
the manufacturer of the chassis. 


C. “Manufacturer” shall mean the person, firm or corporation who or 
which produces by assembly or fabrication a motor vehicle and who or which 
sells, at wholesale, or consigns such motor vehicle to an authorized dealer 
for retail sale. 


D. An “authorized dealer” is a person, firm or corporation who or which 
purchases motor vehicles at wholesale, or receives such upon consignment, 
and who or which sells motor vehicles, for one or more manufacturers at 
retail, and who or which is authorized by one or more manufacturers to 
advertise the motor vehicles of such manufacturer or manufacturers for retail 
sale, and to perform repair services on motor vehicles prepared by such 
manufacturer or manufacturers to satisfy any warranty obligations of any 
such manufacturer to consumer of such motor vehicle. 


E. “Express Warranty” shall mean a written warranty, so labeled, of 
the manufacturer of a new motor vehicle, including any terms or conditions 
precedent to the enforcement of obligations under that warranty. 


F. “Non-Conforming Condition” shall mean any condition of a motor 
vehicle which shall not be in conformity with the terms of any express 
warranty given by the manufacturer to a consumer, and which: (1) sub- 
stantially impairs the use, value or safety of the motor vehicle; and (2) occurs 
or arises solely in the course of the ordinary use of the motor vehicle, and 
which does not arise or occur as the result of abuse, neglect, modification 
or alteration of the motor vehicle not authorized by the manufacturer, nor 
from any accident or calamity of any kind which occurs or arises after such 
motor vehicle was delivered by an authorized dealer to a consumer. 


G. “Notice of a non-conforming condition” shall mean a written state- 
ment which shall be delivered to the manufacturer and which shall describe

the subject motor vehicle, the non-conforming condition, and shall describe 
all previous attempts to correct such non-conforming condition by identifying 
the person, firm or corporation who or which made such attempt, and the 
time when such attempt was made. 


Section 2. If a new motor vehicle does not conform to any applicable 
express warranty, and the consumer delivers the motor vehicle to the man- 
ufacturer, its agent or its authorized dealer, and gives notice of the non- 
conforming condition, at the time of delivery, during the period of one (1) 
year following the date of original delivery of the new motor vehicle to a 
consumer, or before the motor vehicle has been operated for more than 
12,000 miles, whichever first occurs, the manufacturer of the motor vehicle 
shall be obligated to make such repairs to the motor vehicle as shall remedy 
any non-conforming condition thereof; such repairs shall be required even 
after the expiration of such period if, during such period the motor vehicle 
has been delivered to the manufacturer, its agent or an authorized dealer, 
and the non-conforming condition reported. 


Section 3. If, after reasonable attempts, the manufacturer, its agent or 
its authorized dealer do not remedy or correct a non-conforming condition 
of a motor vehicle, the manufacturer shall, subject to the provision of sub- 
paragraph C. of this section, either: 


A. Replace the motor vehicle with a comparable motor vehicle, acceptable 
to the consumer; or 


B. Accept return of the motor vehicle and refund to the consumer and 
to the holder of any lien against the motor vehicle, as their interests may 
appear, the full purchase price of the motor vehicle including all collateral 
charges (but not including finance charges) connected with the purchase of 
the motor vehicle, together with mileage charges, towing charges and rea- 
sonable loss of use necessitated by attempts to remedy or correct any non- 
conforming condition. 


C. Upon the replacement of a motor vehicle as provided in sub-paragraph 
A., above, or upon refund of the purchase price as provided in sub-paragraph 
B., above, the consumer shall be obligated for a reasonable allowance for 
the use of the motor vehicle prior to its return to the manufacturer which 
reasonable allowance shall be that amount calculated to be the reasonable 
value of the usage of the motor vehicle as shall have occurred following its 
initial delivery by an authorized dealer to a consumer and until its return 
to the manufacturer with a notice of non-conforming condition, plus an 
amount to account for any loss to the fair market value of the vehicle 
resulting from damage beyond normal wear and tear, unless the damage 
resulted from a non-conforming condition. In the event the manufacturer 
elects to replace the motor vehicle, such reasonable allowance shall be paid 
by the consumer at the time of such replacement; in the event the manu- 
facturer refunds the purchase price of a motor vehicle, with collateral and 
other charges, such reasonable allowance shall be deducted from such refund. 


Section 4. It shall be presumed that reasonable attempts to correct a 
non-conforming condition have been allowed by the consumer if, during the 
period of one (1) year following the date of original delivery of a motor 
vehicle to the consumer, or before the motor vehicle has been operated for 
12,000 miles, whichever first occurs, either of the following events shall have 
occurred: 

A. The same non-conforming condition has been subject to repair at- 


tempts four (4) or more times by the manufacturer, its agents or its authorized 
dealers, and the same non-conforming condition continues to exist; or 
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B. The motor vehicle is out of service and in the custody of the 
manufacturer, its agent, or an authorized dealer due to repair attempts for 
a cumulative total of thirty (30) business days, unless such repair could not 
be performed because of conditions beyond the control of the manufacturer, 
its agents or authorized dealers, including war, invasion, strike, fire, flood 
or other natural disaster. 


Section 5. Prior to the commencement of any proceeding in any court 
to enforce the provisions of this Act a consumer must give notice of a non- 
conforming condition by certified United States Mail to the manufacturer 
and demand correction or repair of the non-conforming condition. If at the 
time such notice of a non-conforming condition is given to the manufacturer, 
a presumption has arisen that reasonable attempts to correct a non-con- 
forming condition have been allowed, the manufacturer shall be given an 
additional opportunity, not to exceed fifteen (15) days from the date such 
notice of a non-conforming condition was deposited in the United States 
Mail, certified, to correct or repair the non-conforming condition. If the 
address of the manufacturer is not known to the consumer, such notice of 
a non-conforming condition shall be mailed, by certified United States Mail, 
to the authorized dealer of such manufacturer who or which last attempted 
to remedy or repair the non-conforming condition. 


Section 6. Any action brought under this Act shall be commenced within 
eighteen (18) months following the date of original delivery of the motor 
vehicle to the consumer. 


Section 7. The remedy provided by this Act shall be separate and 
distinct from any and all other rights or remedies which are otherwise 
available to a consumer against a manufacturer under any law, and nothing 
in this Act shall in any way limit the rights or remedies which are otherwise 
available to a consumer against a manufacturer under any law, provided, 
however, that: (1) any suit brought by a consumer, to exercise any remedy 
provided by this Act, in any Court, and which seeks, solely, or in conjunction 
with any other claim, to enforce any remedy provided by this Act, shall be 
brought against the manufacturer of the subject vehicle only, and may not 
include as a party defendant, either initially, or by subsequent amendment, 
an authorized dealer who may have sold the motor vehicle, or undertaken 
to remedy or repair any alleged non-conforming condition of the motor 
vehicle; and (2) separate suits may be brought by a consumer against a 
manufacturer (i) seeking to enforce any remedy under this Act, or (ii) for 
any other remedy available by law to a consumer, and neither shall constitute 
a bar to the other; however, the results produced by the first of either of 
such proceedings concluded shall be admissible in evidence by either party 
in any subsequent proceeding: 


Section 8. It shall be an affirmative defense to any claim under this 
Act that: 


A. An alleged non-conforming condition does not significantly impair 
the use, market value, or safety of the motor vehicle; or 


B. A con-conforming condition is the result of abuse, neglect, or any 
modification or alteration of a motor vehicle by a consumer that is not 
authorized by manufacturer. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act do not apply to any consumer 
who has failed to exhaust any remedy afforded to such consumer under any 
informal dispute settlement procedure provided by a manufacturer, if such 
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procedure exists and is in compliance with applicable Federal Laws and 
Regulations. 


Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 11. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective sixty (60) days after its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon it otherwise becoming law.

“(a) Any qualified elector of this state and any person who, but for 
having moved from the state within the 30 days immediately preceding the 
election, is a qualified elector of this state who will be unable to vote at his 
regular polling place because of his absence from the county of his residence 
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on the day of any primary, general, special or municipal election, or who 
because of any physical illness or infirmity which prevents his attendance 
at the polls, whether he is within or without the county on the day of the 
election, may vote an absentee ballot, provided he makes application in 
writing therefor not merethan-60 ner less than five days prior to the election 
in which he desires to vote as authorized in this chapter. 


“(b) An applicant for an absentee ballot who is a member of the armed 
forces of the United States, including the Alabama National Guard, the 
United States naval reserves, the United States air force reserves and the 
United States military reserves on active duty training or an applicant who 
is the wife of any member of the armed forces may make application for 
an absentee ballot by filling out the federal postcard application form, 
authorized and provided for under the provisions of “The Federal Voting 
Assistance Act of 1955,” Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H. R. 4048, approved 
August 9, 1955, 84th Congress 1st Session.” 


Section 2. Section 17-10-5 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“817-10-5. 


“Upon receipt of the application for an absentee ballot, if the applicant’s 
name appears on the list of qualified voters in the election to be held or, if 
the voter makes an affidavit for a challenged vote, he shall furnish the 
absentee ballot to the applicant by (1) forwarding it by United States mail 
to such person or (2) by handing the absentee ballot to the voter in person. 
The absentee election manager shall mail any absentee ballot requested to 
be mailed no later than the next business day after an application has been 
received unless such absentee ballots have not been delivered to the absentee 
election manager, in which case he or she shall hold all requests until suc 
ballots are delivered and shall then respond by placing ballots in the mail 


no later than the next business day. 


“The official list of qualified voters herein referred to shall be furnished 
to the absentee election manager by the probate judge or other person 
preparing said list at least 24 45 days before the election. Any supplemental 
list of qualified electors shall also be provided to the absentee election manager 
as soon as such list becomes available.

The county party 
chairman shall, not later than 5:00 P.M. 58 65 days prior to the date of the 
primary election, certify to the probate judge the names of all candidates 
for nomination to county offices or election to county party offices. The 
secretary of state shall, not less than 40 60 days prior to the date of the 
primary election, certify to the probate judge of every county in which the 
election is to be held the names of the opposed candidates for nomination 
to federal, state, circuit or district offices, the state senate and house of 
representatives, and all other opposed candidates to public or party office, 
except candidates for county offices. 


“(c) The probate judge of each county shall have the ballots prepared 
for the primary election. If a legally qualified candidate for nomination to 
an office is unopposed when the last date for filing declarations of candidacy 
has passed, his name shall not appear on the ballots to be used in the 
primary election, and he shall be the nominee of the party with which he 
has qualified for the office. If a legally qualified candidate for election to a

“§17-10-3. 


“(a) Any qualified elector of this state and any person who, but for 
having moved from the state within the 30 days immediately preceding the 
election, is a qualified elector of this state who will be unable to vote at his 
regular polling place because of his absence from the county of his residence 
on the day of any primary, general, special or municipal election, or who 
because of any physical illness or infirmity which prevents his attendance 
at the polls, whether he is within or without the county on the day of the 
election, may vote an absentee ballot, provided he makes application in 
writing therefor not mere+than60-nor less than five days prior to the election 
in which he desires to vote as authorized in this chapter. 


“(b) An applicant for an absentee ballot who is a member of the armed 
forces of the United States, including the Alabama National Guard, the 
United States naval reserves, the United States air force reserves and the 
United States military reserves on active duty training or an applicant who 
is the wife of any member of the armed forces may make application for 
an absentee ballot by filling out the federal postcard application form, 
authorized and provided for under the provisions of “The Federal Voting 
Assistance Act of 1955,” Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H. R. 4048, approved 
August 9, 1955, 84th Congress 1st Session.” 


Section 2. Section 17-10-5 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
“817-10-5. 


“Upon receipt of the application for an absentee ballot, if the applicant’s 
name appears on the list of qualified voters in the election to be held or, if 
the voter makes an affidavit for a challenged vote, he shall furnish the 
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absentee ballot to the applicant by (1) forwarding it by United States mail 
to such person or (2) by handing the absentee ballot to the voter in person. 
The absentee election manager shall mail any absentee ballot requested to 
be mailed no later than the next business day after an application has been 
received unless such absentee ballots have not been delivered to the absentee 
election manager, in which case he or she shall hold all requests until such 
ballots are delved and shall then respond by placing ballots in the mail 
no later than the next business day. 

“The official list of qualified voters herein referred to shall be furnished 
to the absentee election manager by the probate judge or other person 
preparing said list at least 21 45 days before the election. Any supplemental 
list of qualified electors shall also be provided to the absentee election manager 
as soon as such list becomes aailable. The absentee election manager shall 
underscore on such list the name of the voter and shall write immediately 
beside his name the word “absentee.” He shall enroll the name, residence 
and polling place of the applicant, and the date the application was received 
on a list of absentee voters. The absentee election manager shall each day 
enter on said list the names, addresses and polling places of each voter who 
has that day applied for an absentee ballot and shall post a copy of the list 
of applications received each day on the regular bulletin board or other 
public place in the county courthouse. Such list shall be maintained in the 
office of the clerk or register for 60 days after the election, at which time 
it shall be filed with the probate judge. The absentee election manager shall 
also, before the polls open at any election, cause to be delivered to the 
election officers of each polling place a list showing the name and address 
of every person whose name appears on the official list of qualified electors 
for such polling place who applied for an absentee ballot in the election.

“When the clerk, register in chancery is a candidate for any office, he

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chapter with reference to the handling of absentee ballots. At least 30 90 
days prior to the election, the clerk, register or register in chancery shall 
certify to the presiding circuit judge of the county his candidacy or that he 
is disqualified to serve or otherwise prevented from serving. The presiding 
circuit judge shall thereupon appoint a person to serve as absentee election 
manager in the manner provided for in section 17-10-2. 


Section 5. Section 17-10-14 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“817-10-14. 


“The county commission shall determine the amount of compensation 
to be paid to the absentee election manager or other absentee election manager 
for the performance of his duties with respect to the absentee ballots during 
the 24 45 day period prior to and on the day of the election for which his 
services are required, but such compensation shall not exceed $25.00 per 
day. Such an amount shall be the total compensation allowed the absentee 
election manager for duties relating to absentee ballots in all elections held 
on the same day and shall be paid from the county treasury, except in case 
of a municipal election held at a time different from a primary or general 
election, in which event payment shall be made from the city or town 
treasury. However, no municipal employee shall be compensated for his 
services in this regard. 


Section 6. Section 17-16-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“817-16-11. 


“(a) All candidates for nomination to public office or for election to 
party office in the primary provided for in this chapter shall file their 
declaration of candidacy with the state party chairman if they seek any 
office other than a county office (including federal, state, circuit and district 
offices, the state senate and house of representatives), and with the county 
party chairman if they seek a county office, not later than 5:00 P.M. 60 
days before the date of such primary. 


“(b) The state party chairman shall, no later than 5:00 P.M. 50 55 days 
before the primary, certify the names of all primary candidates, except 
candidates for county offices, to the secretary of state. The county party 
chairman shall, not later than 5:00 P.M. 50 55 days prior to the date of the 
primary election, certify to the probate judge the names of all candidates 
for nomination to county offices or election to county party offices. The 
secretary of state shall, not less than 40 50 days prior to the date of the 
primary election, certify to the probate judge of every county in which the 
election is to be held the names of the opposed candidates for nomination 
to federal, state, circuit or district offices, the state senate and house of 
representatives, and all other opposed candidates to public or party office, 
except candidates for county offices. 


“(c) The probate judge of each county shall have the ballots prepared 
for the primary election. If a legally qualified candidate for nomination to 
an office is unopposed when the last date for filing declarations of candidacy 
has passed, his name shall not appear on the ballots to be used in the 
primary election, and he shall be the nominee of the party with which he 
has qualified for the office. If a legally qualified candidate for election to a 
party office is unopposed when the last date for filing declarations of candidacy 
has passed, his name shall not appear on the ballots to be used in the 
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primary election, and he shall be declared elected to the party office for 
which he qualified. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective on January 1, 1987.

(b) assist or instruct any other person in obtaining or attempting to 
obtain any cable television service without payment of all lawful compensation 
to the company providing such service; 


(c) make or maintain a connection or connections, whether physical, 
electrical, mechanical, acoustical or by other means, with any cables, wires, 
components or other devices used for the distribution of cable television 
without authority from the cable television company; 


(d) make or maintain any modification or alteration to any device 
installed with the authorization of a cable television company for the purpose 
of intercepting or receiving any program or other service carried by such 
company which such person is not authorized by such company to receive; 


(e) manufacture, import into this state, distribute, sell, lease or offer, 
possess, or advertise for sale or lease any device, or any plan or kit for a 
device or for a printed circuit designed in whole or in part to decode, 
descramble or otherwise make intelligible any encoded, scrambled or other 
nonstandard signal carried by a cable television company with the intent 
that such device, plan or kit be used for the theft of such company’s services; 


(f) provided, however, that nothing in this section shall be construed 
to prohibit the manufacture, importation, sale, lease or possession of any 
television device possessing the internal hardware necessary to receive cable 
television signals without the use of a converter device or box, or of any 
television advertised as “cable ready”; 
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(g) manufacture, import into this state, distribute, sell, offer for sale, 
rent or use any device, plan or kit for a device, designed in whole or in part 
to unlawfully perform or facilitate the unlawful performance of any of the 
acts set out in subsections (a)—(e) of this section; 


(h) provided, that nothing in this section shall be construed to limit a 
subscriber’s equipment selection to that of the cable company, so long as 
all equipment is properly installed and meets all local and FCC requirements.

Section 3. In a prosecution for a violation of this act, the existence on

(d) “Organ” means any human organ, human bone or human tissue, or 
any other part or portions of the human body, retrieved in Alabama except 
that the term “organ” shall not include blood, blood products, or eyes or 
corneas of the eye for the purposes established by this Act. 


(e) “Service” means any service pertaining to the acquisition and/or 
transporting of organs, bones, or tissues retrieved in Alabama. 


Section 3. Chairman of Surgery Department to establish standards and 
certify compliance with quality assurance standards. 


(a) The Chairman of the Department of Surgery of the School of 
Medicine at the University of Alabama at Birmingham is authorized to 
establish and promulgate the standards of proficiency and fitness and meas- 
ures and procedures for quality assurance in the acquiring and/or transporting 
of organs, bones, and tissues retrieved in Alabama. 


(b) The Chairman of the Department of Surgery of the School of 
Medicine at the University of Alabama at Birmingham shall certify when a 
person shall be allowed to acquire and/or transport any organ, bone or tissue 
retrieved in Alabama. The Chairman shall not certify any person to acquire 
and/or transport any organ, bone or tissue to be retrieved in Alabama until 
such person possesses and demonstrates to the Chairman the necessary 
knowledge and technical skills to comply with the established standards of 
proficiency and fitness. 


(c) After the Chairman establishes and promulgates the initial standards 
of quality assurance, any proposed subsequent updating, except to meet 
federal standards, are to be circulated for comment only, to any institution 
in Alabama then performing organ transplants. The Chairman shall still 
have the final and sole decision to establish and promulgate whatever is 
appropriate for updating the standards of quality assurance. 


Section 4. Services Performed by Persons Engaged in Acquisition and/ 
or Transportation of organs retrieved in Alabama. 


(a) Any person providing any service pertaining to the acquisition and/ 
or transportation of donor organs, bones and tissues retrieved in Alabama, 
shall strictly adhere to and follow the established quality assurance standards 
of proficiency and fitness and measures and procedures as established and 
promulgated by the Chairman. 


Section 5. Sanctions—Persons in violation of this Act not to receive 
reimbursement for Services. 


(a) Any person providing services in violation of the established policies 
and procedures and standards for quality assurance, as established and 
promulgated by the Chairman, shall not receive reimbursement for such 
services. This provision applies to all reimbursement programs administered 
by the State of Alabama. Recommendations, by the Chairman, will be made 
to other reimbursing agencies that reimbursement be denied. 


Section 6. Persons complying with this Article and with Alabama Uni- 
form Anatomical Gift Act; no liability. 
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(a) Any person who, in good faith, follows the policies and procedures 
and standards as established by the Chairman for quality assurance, and 
complies with the provisions of the Alabama Uniform Anatomical Gift Act, 
shall not have any liability, either civil or criminal, for such acquiring, and/ 
or transporting any organs, bones, or tissues retrieved in Alabama. 


Section 7. Article Accumulative; Conflicting Laws. 


(a) The provisions of this Article are cumulative and insofar as possible, 
they shall be construed in pari materia with other laws relating to the public 
health and anatomical gifts. 


(b) At such time that standards of quality assurance for the acquisition 
and/or transporting and/or transplanting of donated organs, bones and tissues 
are adopted by the federal government, said Alabama standards of quality 
assurance shall be consistent with the appropriate federal regulations. 


Section 8. Severability 


(a) If any provision, clause, sentences, paragraphs, section, phrase, or 
part of this Act shall be adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction to 
be invalid, the judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder 
thereof, but shall be confined to its operation to the clause, sentence par- 
agraph, section, or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in which 
the judgment shall have been rendered. To this end, the provisions, clauses, 
sentences, paragraphs, sections, phrases or parts of this Act are declared to 
be severable. 


Section 9. Effective Date. 


(a) This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

the contents thereof; to provide for officers of the trustees, meetings thereof, 
and their compensation and reimbursement of expenses; to provide for the 
powers of the trustees including the power to acquire title to real and personal 
property or to lease the same, and to sell, lease or dispose of property surplus 
to its needs or to provide funds for carrying out its purposes; to provide to 
the institute such other powers as may be appropriate or necessary to carry 
out its purposes; to authorize the institute to solicit and accept donations 
of funds or property from private sources, to make such gifts and donations 
and all income and property of the institute tax exempt and deductible on 
state income tax returns, and to require trustees to comply with laws and 
regulations to make such deductible for federal income tax purposes; to 
authorize the state, its counties and municipalities therein to appropriate 
funds to the institute; to authorize the institute to contract and make 
cooperative agreements with federal, state and local governments and agencies 
thereof, and with private or public corporations, associations or individuals 
for any purpose of the institute; to authorize the institute to hire, or contract 
for, services of persons to perform certain tasks under such rules and

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The crime of theft by fraudulent leasing or rental of property 
is committed if a person, herein called “lessee”, signs a written lease or 
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rental contract with a person licensed to rent or lease tangible personal 
property under the provisions of Article 4, Chapter 12, Title 40, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, herein called “lessor”, and obtains or exerts control over 
tangible personal property by reason of such rental contract, with the intent, 
knowledge or expectation that he will not perform the terms, covenants and 
agreements of the lessee provided in such rental contract. 


Section 2. For the purposes of section 1 of this act, it is prima facie 
evidence that a lessee fraudulently leased or rented property, and intended, 
knew or expected that he would not perform the terms and obligations of 
the lessee under a rental contract if: 


A. The name or address of the lessee appearing on the written agreement 
shall, at the time it is signed, be false or fictitious, and if the lessee fails 
to return the leased property to the lessor within seven (7) days after lessor 
makes written demand for its return, notwithstanding that the term under 
the rental contract has not expired; or 


B. The rental contract provides for the return of the leased property 
to a particular place, at a particular time, and the lessee shall fail to return 
the leased property to the place and within the time specified in the said 
rental contract, and the lessor thereafter makes written demand for the 
return of the leased property to the place specified in the rental contract 
within forty-eight (48) hours from the time the written demand is delivered 
to the lessee, and the lessee fails to return said property to the lessor within 
the said 48 hour period; or 


C. A lessee obtains or exerts control over personal property by executing 
a rental contract which provides for the return of said property to a particular 
place, or at a particular time, and thereafter abandons said property, secretes, 
converts, sells or attempts to sell the same or any part thereof. 


Section 3. For the purposes of section 2 of this act: 


A. A written demand for the return of leased property may be made 
by personally delivering a copy thereof to the lessee; such demand may also 
be delivered to a lessee by certified United States mail, directed to lessee at 
his address shown on the rental contract, and the return receipt shall be 


deemed sufficient evidence that the demand was received by the lessee, on 
the date shown on the receipt. 


B. The form of notice to be given under section 2 (A), shall be sufficient 
if substantially as follows: 


“This statutory notice is provided pursuant to Section ________ of the 
Code of Alabama. You are hereby notified that the name or address given by you, 
as lessee, and appearing on the rental contract dated ’ 
wherein __ CCC igs the lessor, was fic- 
titious or false. Pursuant to Alabama law you have seven (7) days from 
receipt of this demand to return the property rented or leased under the 
said rental contract to the lessor at the place designated in the rental contract, 
and to pay all accrued lease or rental charges. Unless the said property is

Children are often physically assaulted or witness violence against one 
of their parents and suffer deep and lasting emotional harm from victimization 
and from exposure to domestic violence; 
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Domestic violence is a major health and law enforcement problem in 
this state and one that affects people of all racial and ethnic backgrounds 
and all socioeconomic classes; 


Domestic violence can be deterred, prevented, or reduced by legal in- 
tervention; 


Tacit acceptance of domestic violence by courts and law enforcement 
agencies has resulted in under enforcement of criminal law when the offender 
and victim are related or cohabit even though criminal law does not distin- 
guish between violence against strangers and friends or men and women; 


Victims of domestic violence presently experience substantial difficulty 
in gaining access to police or court protection, particularly in obtaining 
prompt police and court response to emergencies; and 


Victims of domestic violence have a right to be safe in their homes. 


This act shall be liberally construed and applied to promote the following 
purposes: 


To assure victims of domestic violence the maximum protection from 
abuse that the law can provide; 


To create a flexible and speedy remedy to discourage violence and 
harassment against family members or others with whom the perpetrator 
has continuing contact; 


To expand the ability of law enforcement officers to assist victims, to 
enforce the law effectively in cases of domestic violence, and to prevent 
further incidents of abuse; 


To facilitate equal enforcement of criminal law by deterring and punishing 
violence against family members and others who are personally involved with 
the offender; and 


To recognize that battering is a crime that will no longer be excused 
or tolerated. 


And to provide for protection orders for the purpose of preventing 
domestic abuse; to provide for court jurisdiction and venue; to provide for 
court hearing for petitions for relief; to provide for the contents and the 
issuance of protection orders; and to provide penalties for violations of 
protective orders; now therefore,

H. 736. To amend section 15-10-3, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro- 
vides the circumstances under which a law enforcement officer may arrest 
without a warrant, so as to provide that a law enforcement officer may arrest 
without a warrant in certain domestic abuse cases and when an officer has 
reasonable grounds to believe that a warrant for the person’s arrest has been 
issued in this state.

AN ACT 


To provide a supplemental appropriation of $7,600,000 to the Department 
of Pensions and Security from the State General Fund for FY 1985-86 and 
to provide a conditional appropriation of $6,750,000 to the Department of 
Pensions and Security from the State General Fund for FY 1985-86 to pay 
awards made by the Board of Adjustment due to the default of payments 
to state agencies by the Department of Pensions and Security in FY 1984- 
85; to provide a supplemental appropriation of $3,000,000 to the Department 
of Mental Health and Mental Retardation for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1986; and to provide that certain provisions of this act shall be retroactive. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to all other appropriations heretofore or hereafter 
made, there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Pensions and 
Security from the State General Fund the amount of $7,600,000 for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1986. The intent of this appropriation is 
to insure adequate staffing of county offices and to continue the former 
“Title XX” Day Care program. 


Of this amount, $1,100,000 is hereby appropriated to be used solely for 
the purpose of providing performance salary advances for employees of the 
Department of Pensions and Security. These funds shall be used solely to 
make payments for the salary of any employee who otherwise qualifies during 
the fiscal year 1985-86 for a performance salary adjustment within their 
assigned pay range, but may not receive such salary adjustment due to a 
declaration by the department that funds are unavailable for such purpose.

Each department may submit to the Board 
of Adjustment a claim setting out the total amount owed to them by the 
Department of Pensions and Security, and any other information as may 
be required by the Board of Adjustment for its findings of fact and its 
findings and awards as to the amount of payment. 


(b) In addition to all other appropriations heretofore or hereafter made, 
there is hereby conditionally appropriated to the Department of Pensions 
and Security, Social Services Program from the State General Fund the 
amount of $6,750,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1986, to be 
utilized for payment of awards which may be made by the Board of Ad- 
justment due to the default of payments to state agencies by the Department 
of Pensions and Security in the fiscal year ending September 30, 1985. 


(c) Such funds as set out above are conditional upon the availability of 
funds in the State General Fund and shall remain in the State General Fund 
until said funds have been awarded by the Board of Adjustment and the 
release of said funds has been determined and recommended by the Finance 
Director and approved by the Governor. 


Section 3. In addition to all other appropriations heretofore or hereafter 
made, there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation from the State General Fund the amount of $3,000,000 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1986 to provide additional funding 
for Title XX programs. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declarations shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby specifically repealed. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

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BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Rep. Coburn, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 213. (With Amendment): Relating to “The Alabama Medical Lia- 
bility Act of 1986” to state the legislative intent; to define the terms health 
care provider, professional negligence, future damages and periodic payment; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on professional negligence the 
Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment ordering 
that money damages be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments rather 
than by lump sum if the award equals or exceeds one-hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and to require that a judgment debtor 
who is not adequately insured post security adequate to assure the full 
payment of such damages and to provide that the judgment shall specify 
the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar amounts of the 
payments, the interval between payments, and the number of payments for 
the period of time over which payments shall be made and to provide that 
a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern of failure to make payments 
shall be found in contempt of court and shall be ordered to pay all damages 
caused by failure to make periodic payments, including court costs and 
attorneys fees and to provide that if the judgment creditor dies prior to the 
termination of the period of years specified in the judgment that the liability 
of the judgment debtor shall cease except that damages awarded for loss of 
future earnings’ shall not be terminated but shall be paid to persons to whom 
the judgment creditor owed a duty of support and to provide that upon the 
petition of any party in interest the Court may modify the judgment to 
award and apportion unpaid future damages in accordance with this section 
and to state the legislative intent in providing for periodic payment of 
judgments; to provide in any action for injury or damages whether in contract 
or in tort against a health care provider based on professional negligence 
that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover non-economic losses to com- 
pensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, physical impairment, disfig- 
urement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary damages and that the 
amount of such damages shall not exceed two-hundred fifty-thousand dollars 
($250,000.00); and to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether 
in contract or in tort against a health care provider based on professional 
negligence the defendent may introduce evidence of any amount payable as 
the benefit to the plaintiff as a result of the personal injury pursuant to the 
United States Social Security Act, any state or federal income disability or 
workers compensation act, any health insurance, sickness or income disability 
insurance, accident insurance that provides health benefits or income disa- 
bility coverage and any contract or agreement of any group, organization, 
partnership or corporation, to provide, pay for or reimburse the cost of 
medical, hospital, dental or other health care services and to provide that 
the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any amount which the plaintiff has 
paid or contributed to secure his right to such benefits and to provide that 
no source of collateral benefits introduced under this sub-section shall recover 
any amount against the plaintiff nor shall it be subrogated to the rights of 
the plaintiff against the defendant and to provide that all policies of insurance 
providing benefits described in this section shall be construed in accordance 
with this section after the effective date of this act; to provide that in any 
action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health 
care provider based on professional negligence the action must be brought 
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in the county where the negligent act or omission actually occurred or 
wherein the plaintiff resided at the time of the negligent act or omission 
and to provide that the court may transfer any action to any county where 
it might have been brought for the convenience of the parties and witnesses; 
to provide that any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in 
tort against a health care provider based on professional negligence com- 
menced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 of this Code the amount of damages 
awarded to the plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether

further that in an action against a health care provider not certified by the 
appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained or experienced 
in a medical speciality or not holding himself out as a specialist a “similar 
health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency 
or board of this state, be trained and experienced in the same discipline or 
school of practice and practice in the same or similar medical community; 
to provide further that in actions against a health care provider certified by 
the appropriate American Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in 
a medical speciality or holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health 
care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board 
of this or some other state, be certified by the appropriate American Board 
in the same speciality, and have practiced in the specialty during the year 
preceding the date that the alleged professional negligence occurred; to provide 
that evidence may not be received or admitted concerning the medical liability 
insurance of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to further 
provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in any action 
if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on professional negligence the standard 
of proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue 
of fact shall be proof by substantial evidence, to abolish the Scintilla Rule 
of evidence in such cases, to provide that in ruling on pleadings and motions 
testing the sufficiency of the evidence the standard of proof shall be proof 
by substantial evidence; to provide that an attorney shall not contract for 
or collect a contingency fee for representing any person seeking damages in 
connection with an action for injury or damage against a health care provider 
based upon professional negligence in excess of specified limits and to provide 
that the limitations shall apply regardless of whether recovery is by settlement, 
arbitration or judgment or whether the person for whom the recovery is 
made is a responsible adult, an infant or a person of unsound mind and to 
provide that if periodic payments are made to the plaintiff the Court shall 
place a total value of such payments based upon the projected life expectancy 
of the plaintiff and shall include this amount in computing the total award 
from which attorney’s fees are calculated under this section and to provide 
for the definition of the term “recovered”; to establish a cause of action for 
malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide that 
this Act shall apply to all actions against health care providers based on 
professional negligence accruing after its effective date and as to such causes 
of action shall supersede any inconsistent provisions of law.

Thousands of persons in this state are regularly beaten and abused and 
some are killed by their spouses or other family members; 


Many pregnant women are subject to repeated beatings; 


Children are often physically assaulted or witness violence against one 
of their parents and suffer deep and lasting emotional harm from victimization 
and from exposure to domestic violence; 


Domestic violence is a major health and law enforcement problem in 
this state and one that affects people of all racial and ethnic backgrounds 
and all socioeconomic classes; 


Domestic violence can be deterred, prevented, or reduced by legal in- 
tervention; 


Tacit acceptance of domestic violence by courts and law enforcement 
agencies has resulted in under enforcement of criminal law when the offender 
and victim are related or cohabit even though criminal law does not distin- 
guish between violence against strangers and friends or men and women; 


Victims of domestic violence presently experience substantial difficulty 
in gaining access to police or court protection, particularly in obtaining 
prompt police and court response to emergencies; and 


Victims of domestic violence have a right to be safe in their homes.

This act shall be liberally construed and applied to promote the following 
purposes:

arbitration or judgment or whether the person for whom the recovery is 
made is a responsible adult, an infant or a person of unsound mind and to 
provide that if periodic payments are made to the plaintiff the Court shall 
place a total value of such payments based upon the projected life expectancy 
of the plaintiff and shall include this amount in computing the total award 
from which attorney’s fees are calculated under this section and to provide 
for the definition of the term “recovered”; to establish a cause of action for 
malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide that 
this Act shall apply to all actions against health care providers based on 
professional negligence accruing after its effective date and as to such causes 
of action shall supersede any inconsistent provisions of law.

Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1986” to state the 
legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, professional 
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negligence, future damages and periodic payment; to provide that in any 
action for injury or damages in tort against a health care provider based on 
professional negligence the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party 
enter a judgment ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part 
by periodic payments rather than by lump sum if the award equals or exceeds 
one-hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and to require 
that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security adequate 
to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that the judgment 
shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar amounts 
of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number of payments 
for the period of time over which payments shall be made and to provide 
that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern of failure to make 
payments shall be found in contempt of court and shall be ordered to pay 
all damages caused by failure to make periodic payments, including court 
costs and attorneys fees and to provide that if the judgment creditor dies 
prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the judgment 
that the liability of the judgment shall cease except that damages awarded 
for loss of future earnings shall not be terminated but shall be paid to 
persons to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of support and to 
provide that upon the petition of any party in interest the Court may modify 
the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future damages in accordance

after the effective date of this act; to provide that in any action for injury 
or damages in tort against a health care provider based on professional 
negligence the action must be brought in the county where the negligent act 
or omission actually occurred or wherein the plaintiff resided at the time of 
the negligent act or omission and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to any county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages in tort against a health care provider based on professional 
negligence commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 of this Code the 
amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one 
million dollars ($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or 
damages in tort against a health care provider based on professional negligence 
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the claimant shall have the burden of proving by a preponderance of the 
evidence that the actions of the health care provider breached the accepted 
standard of care and to provide that the standard of care shall be that which 
is recognized by a reasonably prudent similar health care provider as being 
acceptable under similar conditions and circumstances; to provide further 
that in an action against a health care provider not certified by the appropriate 
American Board as being a specialist, not trained or experienced in a medical 
speciality or not holding himself out as a specialist a “similar health care 
provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of 
this state, be trained and experienced in the same discipline or school of 
practice and practice in the same or similar medical community; to provide 
further that in actions against a health care provider certified by the ap- 
propriate American Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical 
speciality or holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care 
provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of 
this or some other state, be certified by the appropriate American Board in 
the same speciality, and have practiced in the specialty during the year 
preceding the date that the alleged professional negligence occurred; to provide 
that evidence may not be received or admitted concerning the medical liability 
insurance of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to further 
provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in any action 
if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages in tort against a health care provider 
based on professional negligence the standard of proof required to test the 
sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue of fact shall be proof by 
substantial evidence, to abolish the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, 
to provide that in ruling on pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency 
of the evidence the standard of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; 
to provide that an attorney shall not contract for or collect a contingency 
fee for representing any person seeking damages in connection with an action 
for injury or damage against a health care provider based upon professional 
negligence in excess of specified limits and to provide that the limitations 
shall apply regardless of whether recovery is by settlement, arbitration or 
judgment or whether the person for whom the recovery is made is a responsible 
adult, an infant or a person of unsound mind and to provide that if periodic 
payments are made to the plaintiff the Court shall place a total value of 
such payments based upon the projected life expectency of the plaintiff and 
shall include this amount in computing the total award from which attorney’s 
fees are calculated under this section and to provide for the definition of 
the term “recovered”; to establish a cause of action for malicious prosecution 
and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide that this Act shall apply 
to all tort actions against health care providers based on professional neg- 
ligence accruing after its effective date and as to such causes of action shall 
supercede any inconsistent provisions of law. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Statement of Legislative Intent. It is hereby declared by the 
legislature of the State of Alabama that the continuing availability of medical 
liability insurance at reasonable rates for the medical profession, medical 
institutions, and other health care providers is essential to provide adequate 
health services to the people of Alabama. In accordance with the previous 
declaration of the legislature contained in Act 513 of the regular session of 
the 1975 Alabama Legislature it is the declared intent of this Legislature to 
insure that quality medical services continue to be available at reasonable 
costs to the citizens of the State of Alabama. This Legislature finds and 
declares that the increasing threat of legal actions for alleged medical injury 
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causes and contributes to an increase in health care costs and places a heavy 
burden upon those who can least afford such increases, and that the threat 
of such actions contributes to expensive medical procedures to be performed 
by physicians and other health care providers which otherwise would not 
be considered necessary, and that the spiraling costs and decreasing avail- 
ability of essential medical services caused by the threat of such litigation 
constitutes a danger to the health and safety of the citizens of this state, 
and that this Act should be given effect immediately to help contro] the 
spiraling cost of health care and to insure its continued availability. Addi- 
tionally, the legislature finds that the increasing threat of legal actions for 
alleged medical injury has resulted in severe limitation on the number of 
insurers providing medical malpractice insurance for health care providers 
in this state. Because of the limited number of insurers offering medical 
malpractice coverage and because of the prejudice to the rights of the 
defendant health care provider through the interjection of evidence of in- 
surance, the legislature finds that the interest of all citizens will best be 
served by prohibiting the introduction of evidence that a witness testifying 
at trial is insured by the same insurer as the defendant health care provider. 


Section 2. This Article may be cited and known as “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act of 1986” and is intended to supplement ‘The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act”, Act No. 513 of the 1975 Alabama Legislature. The 
provisions of this act shall be construed so as to be consistent with Act. 
No. 513 of the Alabama Legislature and the legislative intent stated herein. 


Section 3. Definitions. For the purposes of this act the following terms 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


1. Health Care Provider. A medical practitioner, dental practitioner, 
medical institution, physician, dentist, hosptial, or other health care provider 
as those terms are defined in §6-5-481. 


2. Professional Negligence. A negligent act or omission to act by a health 
care provider in the rendering of professional services which act or omission 
is the proximate cause of a personal injury or wrongful death, provided that 
such services are within the scope of services for which the provider is 
licensed and which are not within any restriction imposed by the licensing 
agency or licensed hospital. This definition applies to all actions for injury 
or damages in tort based on professional negligence. 


3. Future Damages. Damages for future medical treatment, care or 
custody, loss of future earnings, loss of bodily function, loss of consortium 
or future pain and suffering of the judgment creditor. 


4, Periodic Payment. The payment of money or delivery of other property 
to the judgment creditor at regular intervals. 


Section 4. A. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a 
health care provider based on professional negligence the trial court shall, 
at the request of either party, enter a judgment ordering that money damages 
or its equivalent for future damages of the judgment creditor be paid in 
whole or in part by periodic payments rather than by a lump sum payment 
if the award of future damages equals or exceeds one-hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.00). In entering such a judgment the trial court shall 
determine in its discretion from the evidence offered at trial the amount of 
future damages contained in the jury award. In entering a judgment ordering 
the payment of future damages by periodic payments, the court shall make 
a specific finding as to the dollar amount of periodic payments which will 
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compensate the judgment creditor for such future damages as they may be 
incurred. As a condition to authorizing periodic payments for future damages, 
the court shall require the judgment debtor who is not adequately insured 
to post securtiy adequate to assure full payment of such damages awarded 
by the judgment. Upon termination of period payments of future damages 
the court shall order the return of this security, or so much as remains, to 
the judgment debtor. 


B. The judgment ordering payment of future damages by periodic pay- 
ments shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar 
amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number 
of payments or the period of time over which payments shall be made. Such 
payments shall only be subject to modification in the event of the death of 
the judgment creditor. In the event that the court finds that the judgment 
debtor has exhibited a continuing pattern of failure to make the payments 
as specified in this section, the court shall find the judgment debtor in 
contempt of court and, in addition to the required periodic payments, shall 
order the judgment debtor to pay the judgment creditor all damages caused 
by the failure to make such periodic payments, including court costs and 
reasonable attorneys fees. If the judgment creditor dies prior to the termi- 
nation of the period of years during which such payments are to be made, 
the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease and the estate of the judgment 
creditor shall have no claim for such payments, except that damages awarded 
for loss of future earnings shall not be reduced or payments terminated by 
reason of the death of the judgment creditor but shall be paid to persons 
to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of support, as provided by law, 
immediately prior to his death. In such cases the court which rendered the 
original judgment may, upon petition of any party in interest, modify the 
judgment to award and apportion the unpaid future damages in accordance 
with this subdivision. Following the occurrence or expiration of all obligations 
specified in the periodic payment judgment any obligation of the judgment 
debtor to make future payments shall cease and any security given shall 
revert to the judgment debtor. 


C. It is the intent of the legislature in enacting this section to authorize 
the entry of judgment in malpractice actions against health care providers 
which provide for the payment of future damages through periodic payments 
rather than lump sum payments. By authorizing periodic payment judgments 
it is the further intent of the legislature that the courts will utilize such 
judgments to provide compensation sufficient to meet the needs of an injured 
plaintiff and those persons who are dependent upon the plaintiff for whatever 
period is necessary while eliminating the potential windfall from a lump sum 
recovery which was intended to provide for the care of an injured plaintiff 
over an extended period who then dies shortly after the judgment is paid, 
leaving the balance of the judgment award to persons and purposes for which 
it was not intended. It is also the intent of the legislature that all elements 
of the periodic payment program be specified with certainty in the judgment 
ordering such payments and that the judgments shall not be subject to 
modification at some future time which might alter the specifications of the 
original judgment. 


Section 5. A. In any action for injury in tort against a health care 
provider based on professional negligence, the injured plaintiff and spouse 
may be entitled to recover non-economic losses to compensate for pain, 
suffering, inconvenience, physical impairment, disfigurement, loss of consor- 
tium and other non-pecuniary damage. B. In no action shall the amount of 
recovery for non-economic losses either to the injured plaintiff, the plaintiff’s 
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spouse and/or other lawful dependants exceed the sum of two-hundred fifty- 
thousand dollars ($250,000.00). 


Section 6. A. In the event the defendant so elects, in an action for 
injury or damages in tort against a health care provider based upon profes- 
sional negligence, the defendant may introduce evidence of any amount 
payable as a benefit to the plaintiff as a result of the personal injury pursuant 
to the United States Social Security Act, any state or federal income disability 
or workers compensation act, any health, sickness or income disability 
insurance, accident insurance that provides health benefits or income disa- 
bility coverage, and any contract or agreement of any group, organization, 
partnership or corporation to provide, pay for, or reimburse the cost of 
medical, hospital, dental or other health care services. If the defendant elects 
to introduce such evidence, the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any 
amount which the plaintiff has paid or contributed to secure his right to 
sure insurance benefits concerning which the defendant has introduced 
evidence. 


B. No person, firm or corporation who is the source of collateral benefits 
introduced pursuant to subsection A shall recover any amount against the 
plaintiff nor shall it be subrogated to the rights of the plaintiff against the 
defendant. All policies of insurance providing benefits described in this section 
ce pe conned in accordance with this section after the effective date 
of this Act. 


C. In all civil actions, information respecting benefits obtained or benefits 
which may be obtained by the plaintiff from any of the sources outlined in 
this section shall be subject to pre-trial discovery. 


Section 7. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a health 
care provider based on professional negligence, the action must be brought 
in the county wherein the alleged negligent act or omission actually occurred 
or wherein the plaintiff resided at the time of the alleged negligent act or 
omission. For the convenience of parties and witnesses, in the interest of 
justice, a court may transfer any action to any other county where it might 
have been brought and/or may order a separate trial as to any claim or 


party. 
Section 8. In any action commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 
of this Code against a health care provider in tort based on professional 


negligence the amount of damages recovered by the plaintiff shall not exceed 
the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00). 


Section 9.A. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a health 
care provider based on professional negligence, the claimant shall have the 
burden of proving by a preponderance of the evidence that the alleged actions 
of the health care provider represented a breach of the accepted standard 
of care for the health care provider. The accepted standard of care of a 
given health care provider shall be that level of care, skill, and treatment 
which is recognized by a reasonably prudent similar health care provider as 
being acceptable under similar conditions and circumstances. 


B. If the health care provider whose negligence is claimed to have created 
the cause of action is not certified by an appropriate American Board as 
being a specialist, is not trained and experienced in a medical specialty, or 
does mot pole himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” 
is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this state; 
and 
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2. Is trained and experienced in the same discipline or school of practice; 
and 


3. Practices in the same or similar medical community. 


C. If the health care provider whose negligence is claimed to have created 
the cause of action is certified by an appropriate American Board as a 
specialist, is trained and experienced in a medical specialty, or holds himself 
out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this or 
some other state; and 


2. Is trained and experienced in the same specialty; and 


3. Is certified by an appropriate American Board in the same specialty; 
and 


4. Has practiced in this specialty during the year preceding the date 
that the alleged professional negligence occurred. 


D. No evidence shall be admitted or received, whether of a substantive 
nature or for impeachment purposes, concerning the medical liability insur- 
ance, or medical liability insurance carrier, or any interest in an insurer that 
insures medical or other professional liability, of any witness presenting 
testimony as a “similar health care provider: under the provisions of this 
section. 


E. The purpose of this subsection is to establish a relative standard of 
care for various categories and classifications of health care providers. A 
health care provider may testify as an expert witness in any action for injury 
or damages against another health care provider based on professional neg- 
ligence only if he is a “similar health care provider: as defined above. 


Section 10. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a health 
care provider based on professional negligence the minimum standard of 
proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue 
of fact shall be proof by substantial evidence. In all such actions, arising in 
tort, the Scintilla Rule of evidence is abolished. In all pleadings or motions 
filed in such actions testing the sufficiency of the evidence to support an 
issue of fact, including but not limited to motions for summary judgment, 
motions for directed verdict, motions for judgment notwithstanding the 
verdict, and any other such motions or pleadings respecting the sufficiency 
of ae evidence, the standard of proof required shall be proof by substantial 
evidence. 


Section 11.A. An attorney shall not contract for or collect a contingency 
fee for representing any person seeking damages in connection with an action 
for injury or damage in tort against a health care provider based upon 
professional negligence in excess of the following limits: 


(1) Forty percent (40%) of the first fifty-thousand dollars ($50,000.00) 
recovered. 


(2) Thirty-three and one-third percent (33'4%) of the next fifty-thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00) recovered. 


(3) Twenty-five percent (25%) of the next one-hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) recovered. 


(4) Ten percent (10%) of any amount on which the recovery exceeds 
two-hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00). 
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The limitations set forth herein shall apply regardless of whether the 
recovery is by settlement, arbitration, or judgment, or whether the person 
for whom the recovery is made is a responsible adult, an infant, or a person 
of unsound mind. 


B. If periodic payments are awarded to the plaintiff the court shall place 
a total value of these payments based upon the projected life expectancy of 
the plaintiff and include this amount in computing the total award from 
which attorneys fees are calculated under this section. 


C. For the purposes of this section “recovered” means the net sum 
recovered after deducting any disbursements or costs incurred in connection 
with prosecution or settlement of the complaint. Costs of medical care 
incurred by the plaintiff and the plaintiffs attorney office overhead costs or 
charges are not deductible disbursements or costs for such purpose. 


Section 12. There is hereby created a cause of action for damages for 
malicious prosectution on the grounds that the party instituting a civil action 
for injury or damages in tort against a health care provider based on 
professional negligence knew or should have known that the same was without 
adequate legal basis, or false, or unfounded, or without probable cause in 
the filing of such action, or that the same was filed as a part of a conspiracy 
to misuse judicial process by filing such a civil action known to be without 
legal basis, false or unfounded. In any action for malicious prosecution under 
this section, the injured party may recover actual damages including litigation 
costs paid by or on behalf of the injured party or in the alternative liquidated 
damages of five-hundred dollars ($500.00) plus a reasonable attorney’s fee 
and all! other costs of litigation. In an action for malicious prosecution under 
this section, actual malice need not be an element of the claim nor do special 
damages need to be proved. The elimination of these requirements in per- 
mitting the recovery of actual damages or liquidated damages, a reasonable 
attorney’s fee and other costs of litigation is intended to be in derogation 
of the common law. The cause of action established by this section is not 
a compulsory counterclaim in the original civil action upon which it is based 
for the purposes of Rule 13, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 


Section 13. This act applies to all actions against health care providers 
based on professional negligence accruing after its effective date and as to 
such causes of action, shall supercede any inconsistent provision of law. 


The provisions of this Act are severable, and if any part 
thereof be declared unconstitutional or void by any cour to competent 
jurisdiction, such declaration shall not effect those parts remaining. 


Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 16. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1986” to state the 
legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, professional

professional negligence the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party 
enter a judgment ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part 
by periodic payments rather than by lump sum if the award equals or exceeds 
two-hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00) in future damages and to require 
that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security adequate 
to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that the judgment 
shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar amounts 
of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number of payments 
for the period of time over which payments shall be made and to provide 
that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern of failure to make 
payments shail be found in contempt of court and shall be ordered to pay 
all damages caused by failure to make periodic payments, including court 
costs and attorneys fees and to provide that if the judgment creditor dies 
prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the judgment 
that the liability of the judgment shall cease except that damages awarded

may transfer any action to any county where it might have been brought 
for the convenience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action 
for injury or damages in tort against a health care provider based on 
professional negligence commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 of this 
Code the amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff shall not exceed the 
sum of two million dollars ($2,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for 
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injury or damages in tort against a health care provider based on professional 
negligence the plaintiff and defendant shall have the burden of proving by 
a preponderance of the evidence that the actions of the health care provider 
breached the accepted standard of care and to provide that the standard of 
care shall be that which is recognized by a reasonably prudent similar health 
care provider as being acceptable under similar conditions and circumstances; 
to provide further that in an action against a health care provider not 
certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical speciality or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory 
agency or board of this state, be trained and experienced in the same discipline 
or school of practice and practice in the same or similar medical community; 
to provide further that in actions against a health care provider certified by 
the appropriate American Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in 
a medical speciality or holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health 
care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board 
of this or some other state, be certified by the appropriate American Board 
in the same speciality, and have practiced in the specialty during the year 
preceding the date that the alleged professional negligence occurred; to provide 
that evidence may not be received or admitted concerning the medical liability 
insurance of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to further 
provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in any action 
if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages in tort against a health care provider 
based on professional negligence the standard of proof required to test the 
sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue of fact shall be proof by 
substantial evidence, to abolish the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, 
to provide that in ruling on pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency 
of the evidence the standard of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; 
to provide that an attorney shall not contract for or collect a contingency 
fee for representing any person seeking damages in connection with an action 
for injury or damage against a health care provider based upon professional 
negligence in excess of specified limits and to provide that the limitations 
shall apply regardless of whether recovery is by settlement, arbitration or 
judgment or whether the person for whom the recovery is made is a responsible 
adult, an infant or a person of unsound mind and to provide that if periodic 
payments are made to the plaintiff the Court shall place a total value of 
such payments based upon the projected life expectency of the plaintiff and 
shall include this amount in computing the total award from which attorney’s 
fees are calculated under this section and to provide for the definition of 
the term “recovered”; to establish a cause of action for malicious prosecution

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Statement of Legislative Intent. It is hereby declared by the 
legislature of the State of Alabama that the continuing availability of medical 
liability insurance at reasonable rates for the medical profession, medical 
institutions, and other health care providers is essential to provide adequate 
health services to the people of Alabama. In accordance with the previous 
declaration of the legislature contained in Act 513 of the regular session of 
the 1975 Alabama Legislature it is the declared intent of this Legislature to 
insure that quality medical services continue to be available at reasonable 
costs to the citizens of the State of Alabama. This Legislature finds and 
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declares that the increasing threat of legal actions for alleged medical injury 
causes and contributes to an increase in health care costs and places a heavy 
burden upon those who can least afford such increases, and that the threat 
of such actions contributes to expensive medical procedures to be performed 
by physicians and other health care providers which otherwise would not 
be considered necessary, and that the spiraling costs and decreasing avail- 
ability of essential medical services caused by the threat of such litigation 
constitutes a danger to the health and safety of the citizens of this state, 
and that this Act should be given effect immediately to help control the 
spiraling cost of health care and to insure its continued availability. Addi- 
tionally, the legislature finds that the increasing threat of legal actions for 
alleged medical injury has resulted in severe limitation on the number of 
insurers providing medical malpractice insurance for health care providers 
in this state. Because of the limited number of insurers offering medical 
malpractice coverage and because of the prejudice to the rights of the 
defendant health care provider through the interjection of evidence of in- 
surance, the legislature finds that the interest of all citizens will best be 
served by prohibiting the introduction of evidence that a witness testifying 
at trial is insured by the same insurer as the defendant health care provider. 


Section 2. This Article may be cited and known as “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act of 1986” and is intended to supplement “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act”, Act No. 513 of the 1975 Alabama Legislature. The 
provisions of this act shall be construed so as to be consistent with Act. 
No. 513 of the Alabama Legislature and the legislative intent stated herein. 


Section 3. Definitions. For the purposes of this act the following terms 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


1. Health Care Provider. A medical practitioner, dental practitioner, 
medical institution, physician, dentist, hosptial, or other health care provider 
as those terms are defined in §6-5-481. 


2. Professional Negligence. A negligent act or omission to act by a health 
care provider in the rendering of professional services which act or omission 
is the proximate cause of a personal injury or wrongful death, provided that 
such services are within the scope of services for which the provider is 
licensed and which are not within any restriction imposed by the licensing 
agency or licensed hospital. This definition applies to all actions for injury 
or damages in tort based on professional negligence. 


3. Future Damages. Damages for future medical treatment, care or 
custody, loss of future earnings, loss of bodily function, loss of consortium 
or future pain and suffering of the judgment creditor. 


4. Periodic Payment. The payment of money or delivery of other property 
to the judgment creditor at regular intervals. 


Section 4.A. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a 
health care provider based on professional negligence the trial court shall, 
at the request of either party, enter a judgment ordering that money damages 
or its equivalent for future damages of the judgment creditor be paid in 
whole or in part by periodic payments rather than by a lump sum payment 
if the award of future damages equals or exceeds two-hundred thousand 
dollars ($200,000.00). In entering such a judgment the trial court shall 
determine in its discretion from the evidence offered at trial the amount of 
future damages contained in the jury award. In entering a judgment ordering 
the payment of future damages by periodic payments, the court shall make 
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a specific finding as to the dollar amount of periodic payments which will 
compensate the judgment creditor for such future damages as they may be 
incurred. As a condition to authorizing periodic payments for future damages, 
the court shall require the judgment debtor who is not adequately insured 
to post securtiy adequate to assure full payment of such damages awarded 
by the judgment. Upon termination of period payments of future damages 
the court shall order the return of this security, or so much as remains, to 
the judgment debtor. 


B. The judgment ordering payment of future damages by periodic pay- 
ments shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar 
amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number 
of payments or the period of time over which payments shall be made. Such 
payments shall only be subject to modification in the event of the death of 
the judgment creditor. In the event that the court finds that the judgment 
debtor has exhibited a continuing pattern of failure to make the payments 
as specified in this section, the court shall find the judgment debtor in 
contempt of court and, in addition to the required periodic payments, shall 
order the judgment debtor to pay the judgment creditor all damages caused 
by the failure to make such periodic payments, including court costs and 
reasonable attorneys fees. If the judgment creditor dies prior to the termi- 
nation of the period of years during which such payments are to be made, 
the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease and the estate of the judgment 
creditor shall have no claim for such payments, except that damages awarded 
for loss of future earnings shall not be reduced or payments terminated by 
reason of the death of the judgment creditor but shall be paid to persons 
to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of support, as provided by law, 
immediately prior to his death. In such cases the court which rendered the 
original judgment may, upon petition of any party in interest, modify the 
judgment to award and apportion the unpaid future damages in accordance 
with this subdivision. Following the occurrence or expiration of all obligations 
specified in the periodic payment judgment any obligation of the judgment 
debtor to make future payments shall cease and any security given shall 
revert to the judgment debtor. 


C. It is the intent of the legislature in enacting this section to authorize 
the entry of judgment in malpractice actions against health care providers 
which provide for the payment of future damages through periodic payments 
rather than lump sum payments. By authorizing periodic payment judgments 
it is the further intent of the legislature that the courts will utilize such 
judgments to provide compensation sufficient to meet the needs of an injured 
plaintiff and those persons who are dependent upon the plaintiff for whatever 
period is necessary while eliminating the potential windfall from a lump sum 
recovery which was intended to provide for the care of an injured plaintiff 
over an extended period who then dies shortly after the judgment is paid, 
leaving the balance of the judgment award to persons and purposes for which 
it was not intended. It is also the intent of the legislature that all elements 
of the periodic payment program be specified with certainty in the judgment 
ordering such payments and that the judgments shall not be subject to 
modification at some future time which might alter the specifications of the 
original judgment. 


Section 5. A. In any action for injury in tort against a health care 
provider based on professional negligence, the injured plaintiff and spouse 
may be entitled to recover non-economic losses to compensate for pain, 
suffering, inconvenience, physical impairment, disfigurement, loss of consor- 
tium and other non-pecuniary damage. B. In no action shall the amount of 
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recovery for non-economic losses either to the injured plaintiff, the plaintiff’s 
spouse and/or other lawful dependants exceed the sum of five-hundred 
thousand dollars ($500,000.00). 


Section 6. A. In the event the plaintiff or defendant so elects, in an 
action for injury or damages in tort against a health care provider based 
upon professional negligence, the plaintiff or defendant may introduce evi- 
dence of any amount payable as a benefit to the plaintiff or defendant as 
a result of the personal injury pursuant to the United States Social Security 
Act, any state or federal income disability or workers compensation act, any 
health, sickness or income disability insurance, accident insurance that pro- 
vides health benefits or income disability coverage, and any contract or 
agreement of any group, organization, partnership or corporation to provide, 
pay for, or reimburse the cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health 
care services. If the plaintiff or defendant elects to introduce such evidence, 
the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any amount which the plaintiff or 
defendant has paid or contributed to secure his right to such insurance 
benefits concerning which the plaintiff or defendant has introduced evidence. 


B. No person, firm or corporation who is the source of collateral benefits 
introduced pursuant to subsection A shall recover any amount against the 
plaintiff or defendant nor shall it be subrogated to the rights of the plaintiff 
or defendant against the plaintiff or defendant. All policies of insurance 
providing benefits described in this section shall be construed in accordance 
with this section after the effective date of this Act. 


C. In all civil actions, information respecting benefits obtained or benefits 
which may be obtained by the plaintiff or defendant from any of the sources 
outlined in this section shall be subject to pre-trial discovery. 


Section 7. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a health 
care provider based on professional negligence, the action must be brought 
in the county wherein the alleged negligent act or omission actually occurred 
or wherein the plaintiff or defendant resided at the time of the alleged 
negligent act or omission. For the convenience of parties and witnesses, in 
the interest of justice, a court may transfer any action to any other county 
where it might have been brought and/or may order a separate trial as to 
any claim or party. 


Section 8. In any action commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 
of this Code against a health care provider in tort based on professional 
negligence the amount of damages recovered by the plaintiff shall not exceed 
the sum of two million dollars ($2,000,000.00). 


Section 9.A. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a 
health care provider based on professional negligence, the plaintiff or de- 
fendant shall have the burden of proving by a preponderance of the evidence 
that the alleged actions of the health care provider represented a breach of 
the accepted standard of care for the health care provider. The accepted 
standard of care of a given health care provider shall be that level of care, 
skill, and treatment which is recognized by a reasonably prudent similar 
health care provider as being acceptable under similar conditions and cir- 
cumstances. 


B. If the health care provider whose negligence is claimed to have created 
the cause of action is not certified by an appropriate American Board as 
being a specialist, is not trained and experienced in a medical specialty, or 
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does not hold himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” 
is one who: 


‘ 1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this state; 
an 


2. Is trained and experienced in the same discipline or school of practice; 
and 


3. Practices in the same or similar medical community. 


C. If the health care provider whose negligence is claimed to have created 
the cause of action is certified by an appropriate American Board as a 
specialist, is trained and experienced in a medical specialty, or holds himself 
out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this or 
some other state; and 


2. Is trained and experienced in the same specialty; and 


3. Is certified by an appropriate American Board in the same specialty; 
an 


4. Has practiced in this specialty during the year preceding the date 
that the alleged professional negligence occurred. 


D. No evidence shall be admitted or received, whether of a substantive 
nature or for impeachment purposes, concerning the medical liability insur- 
ance, or medical liability insurance carrier, or any interest in an insurer that 
insures medical or other professional liability, of any witness presenting 
testimony as a “similar health care provider: under the provisions of this 
section. 


E. The purpose of this subsection is to establish a relative standard of 
care for various categories and classifications of health care providers. A 
health care provider may testify as an expert witness in any action for injury 
or damages against another health care provider based on professional neg- 
ligence only if he is a “similar health care provider: as defined above. 


Section 10. In any action for injury or damages in tort against a health 
care provider based on professional negligence the minimum standard of 
proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue 
of fact shall be proof by substantial evidence. In all such actions, arising in 
tort, the Scintilla Rule of evidence is abolished. In all pleadings or motions 
filed in such actions testing the sufficiency of the evidence to support an 
issue of fact, including but not limited to motions for summary judgment, 
motions for directed verdict, motions for judgment notwithstanding the 
verdict, and any other such motions or pleadings respecting the sufficiency 
of i evidence, the standard of proof required shall be proof by substandial 
evidence. 


Section 11.4. An attorney shall not contract for or collect a contingency 
fee for representing any person seeking damages in connection with an action 
for injury or damage in tort against a health care provider based upon 
professional negligence in excess of the following limits: 


(1) Forty percent (40%) of the first one hundred-thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) recovered. 


(2) Thirty-three and one-third percent (334%) of the next one hundred- 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) recovered. 
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(3) Twenty-five percent (25%) of the next one-hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) recovered. 


(4) Ten percent (10%) of any amount on which the recovery exceeds 
two-hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00). 


The limitations set forth herein shall apply regardless of whether the 
recovery is by settlement, arbitration, or judgment, or whether the person 
for whom the recovery is made is a responsible adult, an infant, or a person 
of unsound mind. 


B. If periodic payments are awarded to the plaintiff the court shall place 
a total value of these payments based upon the projected life expectancy of 
the plaintiff and include this amount in computing the total award from 
which attorneys fees are calculated under this section. 


C. For the purposes of this section “recovered” means the net sum 
recovered after deducting any disbursements or costs incurred in connection 
with prosecution or settlement of the complaint. Costs of medical care 
incurred by the plaintiff and the plaintiffs attorney office overhead costs or 
charges are not deductible disbursements or costs for such purpose. 


Section 12. There is hereby created a cause of action for damages for

provide the procedure for incorporation; to designate the members, directors 
and officers of the Authority; to provide for meetings of the Authority; to 
prescribe the powers of the Authority, including the power to provide for 
the acquisition, construction, installation and equipping of judicial facilities 
which shall include one or more buildings and the site or sites therefor, the 
power of eminent domain, and the power to sell and issue a principal amount 
of bonds not to exceed $40,000,000 for such purposes; to specify the appli- 
cation of the proceeds of the bonds of the Authority; to authorize the 
Authority to pledge such revenues from its leases as may be necessary to 
pay the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on its bonds; to empower 
the State Treasurer to disburse funds of the Authority; to provide for the 
lease of said judicial facilities to the Unified Judicial System for occupancy 
by its components including the Supreme Court, the Court of Civil Appeals, 
the Court of Criminal Appeals, the State Law Library and the Administrative 
Office of Courts; to provide for the investment of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds of the Authority; to authorize the issuance by the Authority 
of refunding bonds; to authorize publication of notice of the resolution 
authorizing any bonds or pledge and to specify a limitation of time thereafter 
for actions or defenses respecting said bonds or pledge; to provide that all 
properties of the Authority and the income therefrom and all bonds issued 
and the income therefrom and all leases made and all lien notices filed shall 
be exempt from ail taxation in the State of Alabama; to provide that such 
bonds shall constitute negotiable instruments; to provide that such bonds 
shall be payable solely out of revenues of the Authority and shall not create 
an obligation or debt of the State of Alabama; to provide that any bonds 
issued by the Authority may be used as security for State deposits and 
investment of public funds and fiduciary funds; to provide that no earnings 
of the Authority shall inure to private entities; and to provide for dissolution 
of the Authority and conveyance of its properties to the State of Alabama 
upon payment of said bonds.

H. J. R. 347. REGULATING GREYHOUND RACING IN THE CITY 
OF BIRMINGHAM; ESTABLISHING A COMMISSION THEREFOR; AND 
CALLING A REFERENDUM ON AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 


WHEREAS, the City of Birmingham desires to regulate any dog racing 
for the welfare of its citizens; and 


WHEREAS, a local regulatory body can most effectively control, regulate, 
license and supervise any city dog racing; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the following amendment of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as 
a part of the Constitution when all requirements of Amendment 425 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 are fulfilled. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That in order to regulate any dog 
or greyhound dog racing in the City of Birmingham, Jefferson County, and 
to provide for the welfare of its citizens: 


1. The Birmingham Dog Racing Commission, hereinafter referred to as 
“the commission,” is hereby created and established and shall be vested with 
the powers and duties specified in this proposed amendment and all other 
powers necessary and proper to enable it to execute fully and effectually the 
purposes of this act. Said commission shall be composed of five commissioners 
who shall be bona fide residents and electors of Jefferson County, Alabama. 
Each commissioner shall have resided in the county for no less than three 
years prior to being appointed to the commission. The appointment procedure 
for such commissioners shall be as follows: the chief sponsor of the proposed 
amendment in the House of Representatives which became this act shall 
appoint one commissioner for a term of six years; the chief sponsor of the 
proposed amendment in the Senate which became this act shall appoint one 
commissioner for a term of six years; the cosponsor of said proposed amend- 
ment in the House of Representatives shall appoint one commissioner for 
a term of five years; and, the Jefferson County Senate delegation shall 
collectively appoint one commissioner for a term of three years. The Mayor 
of the City of Birmingham shall serve as an ex officio commissioner for the 
duration of his term in said office. After their initial terms, all commissioners 
other than the Mayor, shall qualify and run for successor terms of six years 
from numbered districts. The election for such commissioners shall be sched- 
uled, whenever possible, in conjunction with the regular Birmingham (city) 
election. Provided, however, if such city election is not scheduled within 120 
days after a vacancy occurs on the commission, then, a special election shall 
be called by the Mayor to fill such vacancy. The dog track owners shall 
share equally in all expenses of such special elections. The aforementioned 
numbered districts are hereby defined as follows: the district for which the 

chief sponsor of the bill in the House of Representatives which became this 
act shall appoint a commissioner shall be known as District No. 4 and shall 
consist of the following census tracks: 36, 38.01, 38.02, 38.03, 40, 42, 44, 45, 
47.01, 47.02, 47.03, 51.02, 52, 57.01, 57. 02, 105, 130. 01, 130.02, 131 and 133; 
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the district for which the chief sponsor of the bill in the Senate which 
became this act shall appoint a commissioner shall be known as District 
No. 3 and shall consist of the following census tracks: 11, 12, 30.01, 30.02, 
31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 37, 39, 41, 48, 49, 50, 51.01, 55, 58, 120.01, 120.02, 123.01, 
124.01 and 124.02; the district for which the cosponsor of the bill in the 
House of Representatives which became this act shall appoint a commissioner 
shall be known as District No. 2 and shall consist of the following census 
tracks: 1, 3, 15, 16, 17, 18.01, 18.02, 19.02, 20, 21, 22, 23.08, 23.04, 23.05, 
23.06, 24, 25, 26, 26.01, 26.02, 27, 28.01, 28.02, 29, 46, 56, and 108.03; the 
district for which the Jefferson County Senate delegation collectively shall 
appoint a commissioner shall be known as District No. 1 and shall consist 
of the following census tracks: 2, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 14, 19.01, 53.01, 53.02, 
54, 59.08, 59.04, 59.05, 59.06, 111.04, 112.03, 112.04, 118.01, 119.01, 119.02, 
119.03 and 126.01. The initial appointments of the commissioners shall be 
made within 15 days after referendum approval of this act pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 22 hereof. Initial powers of appointment, as herein 
provided, shall exist for so long as the persons in whom such powers are 
vested shall continue to serve in their current public offices. In the event 
of any commission vacancy not covered by this act, the Governor, with the 
concurrence of the Jefferson County House and Senate delegations, shall 
make an appointment to fill such vacancy. 


2. The individuals composing the dog racing commission shall become 
a corporation and commence functioning as such on the first day of the 
first month next following the effective date of this act. To so incorporate, 
the dog racing commissioners shall present to the secretary of state an 
application signed by them which shall contain the following: 


(a) A statement that the applicants propose to incorporate a commission 
pursuant to this act; 


(b) The name and principal residence of each of the applicants; 


(c) The date on which each applicant who is not an ex officio member 
was appointed as a member and the expiration date of the term for which 
he was appointed; 


(d) The term of office for each applicant who is an ex officio member; 


(e) The name of the proposed corporation, which shall be “The Bir- 
mingham Dog Racing Commission”; 


(f) The location of the principal office of the proposed corporation, 
which shall be in the sponsoring municipality; and 


(g) Any other matter relating to such commission which the applicants 
may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this act or the laws 
of the state. 


The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants 
before an officer authorized by the laws of the state to take acknowledgements 
to deeds. The secretary of state shall examine the application, and if the 
secretary of state finds that it substantially complies with the requirements 
of this section, he shall receive, file and record it in an appropriate book of 
records in his office. 


When the application has been made, filed and recorded as herein 
provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under the name stated 
in the application, without the necessity of any further action under any 
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other laws of the state applicable to the creation of corporations, and the 
secretary of state shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of 
incorporation pursuant to this act, under the great seal of the state, and 
shall record the certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid 
to the secretary of state for any work done in connection with the incor- 
poration or dissolution of any commission. 


All books, audits, reports, records, maps, documents and papers shall 
constitute public records, and be available for copying, examination and 
inspection during all normal business hours by any agency or official. No 
person shall be appointed to the dog racing commission who has been 
convicted of a felony. 


3. Each commissioner shall take the same constitutional oath of office 
as any other city officer, and shall give bond payable to the City of Bir- 
mingham in the amount of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) con- 
ditioned that such commissioner will faithfully and properly perform the 
duties of such office. The premium on such bond shall be paid by the 
commission. The commission may employ such assistants and employees as 
may be necessary who shali be paid out of the funds collected by the 
commission. 


A member of the racing commission shall not be an officer, director or 
employee of any licensee or have any financial interest in any racetrack or 
racing event licensed by the racing commission and shall not own or race 
greyhound dogs in any racing event licensed by the racing commission. 


4. The compensation of each member of the commission shall be one 
thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500. 00) per month. One (1) member of 
said commission shall be required to be in attendance at each racing event, 
although up to three (3) commissioners may be present. Each commissioner 
who attends a racing event while engaged in the performance of his duties 
or in traveling outside the county on the business of the commission shall 
receive an additional fifty dollars ($50.00) per diem when traveling within 
the state of Alabama. When traveling outside the state of Alabama on official 
business, each member so traveling shall receive one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
per day plus transportation expenses. The above sums shall be paid out of 
funds collected by the Birmingham Dog Racing Commission in the same 
manner as the compensation of other county officers is paid. 


5. The commission shall hold an organization meeting within five (5) 
days after this act becomes effective. At such meeting, the commission shall 
designate one (1) of its members to serve as its treasurer. Said treasurer 
shall preside over all meetings of the commission and provide for recording 
the minutes of such meetings. The duties of the treasurer shall be to collect 
all the license fees, taxes, and monies provided in this act, and shall supervise, 
check, and audit the operation of the pari-mutuel wagering pools and the 
conduct and distribution thereof. Said treasurer shall give bond in the same 
amount and with the same conditions as the bond required of commissioners. 
Said treasurer may also be required by the commission to post a fidelity 
bond in such amount as the commission may deem appropriate. 


6. The commission shall have the authority to employ legal counsel of 
its selection to advise the commission and represent it in all proceedings. 
Compensation of such counsel shall be paid out of funds collected by the 
commission. 
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7. It shall be the duty of the commission to carry out the provisions 
of this act, and it shall have the following specific duties: 


(a) To fix and set dates upon which racing events may be held or 
operated. 


(b) To make an annual report to the city governing body of its operation, 
showing its own actions and rulings, and receipts derived under the provisions 
of this act, and such suggestions as it may deem proper for the more effective 
accomplishment of the purposes of this act. 


(c) To withhold at the end of each quarter from net earnings during 
the previous quarter of the 4% wagering tax sufficient funds as are deemed 
necessary to operate the track during the upcoming quarter. 


(d) To issue racing licenses and to require each applicant to: 


(1) If an individual, group of individuals or partnership, each individual 
or partner shall be a resident of the state of Alabama for at least five (5) 
years immediately preceding the date of the license issued. 


(2) If a corporation, each incorporator, stockholder, director, and officer 
shall be a resident of the state of Alabama for at least five (5) years 
immediately preceding the date of the license issued. 


(3) Set forth on such application for a license the following information: 


(i) The full name of each individual or partner, their business and home 
address, their present business, occupation, or profession, and each residence 
and business address and each business, occupation, and profession engaged 
in by such individuals for a period of fifteen (15) years prior to the date of 
such application. 


(ii) The name and address of each of the incorporators, stockholders, 
directors, and officers of any corporation making such application and the 
present business, occupation, or profession of each of such incorporators, 
stockholders, directors, and officers and each residence and business address 
and each business, occupation, and profession engaged in by such incorpo- 
rators, stockholders, directors, and officers for a period of fifteen (15) years 
prior to the date of such application. 


(iii) The exact location within the inner City of Birmingham where it 
is desired to conduct or hold a racing event and a complete set of architectural 
renderings and detailed construction plans showing the site, topography, the 
type of construction, the track design, and the concession plans, together 
with sufficient proof of capitalization to construct and operate said facility. 
If such proof of capitalization contemplates that a loan or other indebtedness 
will be incurred by such applicant, then the name and address of each person, 
firm, or corporation making such loan or underwriting such indebtedness 
shall be given together with the written commitment of such person, firm, 
or corporation to make such loan or underwrite such indebtedness. 


(iv) Whether such racing plant is to be owned by applicant or leased, 
and if leased, the owner thereof shall meet the same residence requirements 
as an applicant and the same information shall be furnished for such owner 
as is required to be furnished for an applicant. 


(v) If the applicant is to enter into a management contract with any 
person or legal entity, if so, then such person or other legal entity shall 
furnish information as required in 7 (d) (3) (i) supra. 
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(vi) If the applicant is to enter into a contract for the operation of the 
food service, including restaurant, snacks, beverage, bar and concession stand 
sales, or any part thereof same shall also furnish information as required in 
7 (d) (8) (i) supra. 


(vii) The kind of racing to be conducted and the dates requested. 
(viii) Such other information as the commission may require. 


(4) Require an oath of every applicant or the president, executive officer, 
or managing officer or partner of each corporation or partnership stating 
that the information contained in the application is true. 


(5) Promulgate uniform rules and regulations governing the holding, 
conducting, and operating of all racing events and races held in the county. 


(6) Receive all applications for the initial license within thirty (30) days 
following the appointment of the commissioners and to grant, reject, or 
otherwise act upon all such applications within fifteen (15) days after the 
last date for receiving such applications. 


8. The applicant granted a license to operate a racetrack in the city 
shall have the right, subject to the provisions of this act, to hold and conduct 
one (1) or more racing events at such track each year provided that no such 
license shall be granted to any applicant or to any track for a period longer 
than three hundred nine (309) racing days in any one (1) year. More than 
one (1) racing event per day is permitted. 


There shall be only one (1) greyhound racing facility in Jefferson County, 
Alabama, and only one (1) license shall be issued to operate the facility. 


9. No person under nineteen (19) years of age shall be employed in any 
manner about said racetrack except as exercise people, grooms and parking 
lot attendants; nor shall persons under nineteen (19) years of age be permitted 
to attend any race. The track licensee is encouraged to employ bona fide 
resident citizens of this state, preferrably Jefferson County residents, for at 
least seventy-five percent (75%) of its personnel needs. 


10. The original license issued in accordance with the terms of this act 
shall be for a period to allow twenty-five (25) full calendar years of racing 
following the construction and equipping of the racing plant or facility or 
for the length of time required for the amortization of the capital investment, 
whichever is longer, and shall be granted so as to expire on the 31st day of 
December following such twenty-five (25) full calendar years of racing or the 
amortization of the capital investment. On or before the 1st day of December 
of the last year of the original license, the commission shall accept applications 
in the manner, form and requiring the requisite qualifications all as prescribed 
in this act for additional periods of not more than five (5) calendar years. 
On or before the ist day of January thereafter, the commission shall convene 
to consider and act upon such applications. Subsequent applications shall 
be accepted and license issued in the same manner. If a licensee shall apply 
for a renewal license, the same shall not be denied except for good cause; 
provided, however, the commission may require that such licensee furnish 
the requisite information and meet the requisite qualifications required by 
this act. 


The license granted under this act shall set forth in addition to any 
other information prescribed by the commission the name of the licensee, 
the location of the racetrack, duration of the racing event and the kind of 
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racing desired to be conducted and shall show the receipt by the commission 
of a license fee set by the commission, provided, however, that such license 
fee shall not exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) annually. No such 
license shall be transferable, nor shall it apply to any other place, track, or 
enclosure except the one specified in the license. 


11. The commission is empowered to compel the production of any and 
all books, memoranda, or documents showing the receipts and disbursements 
of any person, association or corporation licensed to conduct racing events 
under the provisions of this act. The commission may at any time require 
the removal of any employee or official employed by any licensee hereunder 
whenever such employee or official is guilty of any improper practice in 
connection with racing, has failed to comply with any condition of the 
license, or has violated any rule adopted by the commission. The commission 
shall have the power to require that the licensee maintain books and financial 
statements in a manner and form prescribed by the commission so as to 
assure the proper administration of the pari-mutuel pool and the payment 
of the tax hereinafter provided. The commission shall be authorized to visit, 
investigate, and place auditors and inspectors in the offices, tracks, or place 
of business of any person, association, or corporation licensed under this 
act. The commission shall have power to summon witnesses before its 
meetings, to administer oaths to such witnesses, and to require testimony 
on any issue before it. Any person failing to appear before said commission, 
or failing to produce books, records, and documents ordered, or refusing to 
testify thereon, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
(6) months, or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 


12. After granting of a license to operate a greyhound racetrack, the 
commission shall have the power to grant, refuse, suspend, or withdraw 
annual licenses for all persons connected with the greyhound dog racetrack, 
including gatekeepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, grooms, stable foremen, exercise people, veterinar- 
ians, valets, sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in connection 
with the wagering machines, pursuant to such rules and regulations as the 
commission may adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as shall be 
fixed and determined by the commission in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. Any such license may be revoked by the 
commission, for good cause, and any person whose license is revoked shall 
be ineligible to participate in such occupation connected with racing unless 
the license is returned by the commission with permission to operate there- 
under. The commission may deny or revoke any such license to any person 
who has been refused or denied a license by any other state racing commission 
or racing authority. Any person aggrieved shall be entitled to a hearing 
before the commission. 


13. (a) The commission shall make rules governing, permitting, and 
regulating the wagering on greyhound dog races under the form of mutuel 
wagering by patrons known as “Pari-Mutuel Wagering,” which method shall 
be legal to the extent that and so long as the same is carried on and 
conducted strictly in conformity with this act, and not otherwise. Only the 
persons, associations or corporations receiving a license from the commission 
shall have the right or privilege to conduct this type of wagering and the 
licenses shall restrict and confine this form of wagering to a space within 
the racing events grounds. All other forms of wagering on the result of the 
dog races shall continue to be illegal, and any or all wagering outside of the 
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enclosure of such races, where such races shall have been licensed by the 
commission, shall be illegal. 


(b) No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
pool for another for hire or for any gratuity and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly to such other person anything of value. Any person 
violating this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment not to 
exceed six (6) months, or both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court. 


(c) In addition to the other rules and regulations that may be promul- 
gated by the commission, the following shall be complied with by the licensee 
or operator of the race plant and employees thereof: 


(i) A duly licensed veterinarian shall be on the grounds at weighing 
time and make examinations of the physical condition of each greyhound, 
and any dog not considered to be in good physical condition shall be reported 
to the presiding official. 


(ii) An adequate security force shall be employed as prescribed by the 
commission. Members of the security force shall have the same powers as 
other law enforcement officers of the county while performing their duties 
on the premises of the racetrack. 


(iii) Public liability insurance shall be carried by the licensee or operator 
in an amount and with a company approved by the commission. 


(iv) All racing events shall be concluded by midnight. 


(v) A pari-mutuel ticket shall not be sold to an individual who is visibly 
inebriated. 


14. Every licensee conducting a racing event under the provisions of 
the act shall pay to the treasurer of the commission on a quarterly basis, a 
tax equal to at least four percent (4%) of the total contributions to all pari- 
mutuel pools made at the track. The total takeout by a licensee on any pari- 
mutuel pool shall be at least eighteen percent (18%). After deducting at least 
four percent (4%) for the commission and at least fourteen percent (14%) 
for the licensee, the remainder of the total contributions to each pool shall 
be divided among and redistributed to the contributors to such pools betting 
on the winning dogs. The amount of each redistribution for each winning 
bet placed shall be determined by dividing the total amount remaining in 
the pool after the deductions hereinabove provided for by the number of 
bets placed on the winning dogs. Each redistribution shall be made in a 
sum equal to the lowest multiple of ten cents per dollar wagered. The licensee 
shall be permitted to provide separate pools for win, place, and show and 
also a daily double pool, a quiniela pool, a double quiniela pool, a perfecta 
or exacta pool, a trifecta pool and any other bets and pools as the commission 
may from time to time allow. The licensee is entitled to retain the odd cents 
of all redistributions to be known as the “breaks to a dime,” and all monies 
represented by any unclaimed, uncashed, or abandoned pari-mutuel tickets 
known as “outs” money. Should there be no ticket bet on the winning dog, 
the entire pool will be divided among the holders of tickets of the dog 
running next in line until the pool has been redistributed to the contributors. 
The licensee shall be required to use a totalizator system to record the 
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wagering and to compute the odds. Rules and regulations governing the 
operation of each of the pools shall be established by the commission. The 
licensee shall collect from each person paying to attend a racing event under 
the provisions of this act an admission tax of 7%. Licensee shall make 
payment of such taxes to the treasurer of the commission once each quarter 
(three months), which payment shall be accompanied by a report on the 
attendance covered by such report and such other information as the com- 
mission may require. 


15. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other monies, including fines and 
forfeitures, received under the provisions of this act shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the commission and transferred to the city treasurer and posted 
to the account of the Birmingham Dog Racing Commission. All such monies 
remaining after payment of expenses incurred in the administration of the 
act shall be transferred to the city treasurer, who shall be the ex officio co- 
treasurer of the commission, within ten (10) days following the quarterly 
receipt thereof. The city treasurer shall then distribute such net proceeds 
on a quarterly basis as follows: 


20% to the City of Birmingham; 
5% to the City of Birmingham employees’ pension fund; 
10% to the Jefferson County general fund; 


10% to be divided on a population ratio basis among all incorporated 
municipalities in the county other than the City of Birmingham; 


5% to Cooper Green Hospital; 

5% to Children’s Hospital in the University of Alabama Medical Center; 
10% to the Jefferson County Board of Education; 

10% to the Birmingham (City) Board of Education; 


10% to the junior colleges and technical schools in the county on a 
share and share alike basis; and 


15% to the University of Alabama in Birmingham. 


17. Any corporation, association or person who directly or indirectly 
holds any greyhound dog race without having procured a license as prescribed 
in the act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person wagering upon the 
results of races, except in the pari-mutuel method of wagering conducted by 
licensee and upon the grounds or enclosure of said licensee, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Any corporation, organization, association, or person who 
violates any provision of this act, for which a penalty is not expressly 
provided, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Upon conviction of any of the 
above misdemeanors in a court of competent jurisdiction, the penalty shall 
be a fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00), not more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not less than five (5) 
days nor more than six (6) months, or both, such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court. 


18. Any person who engages in the practice of professional gambling on 
greyhound dog races, or in the practice of making gambling or wagering 
books on such races, or who knowingly takes any part in such practices, or 
has been convicted of any charge of gambling, any felony or any crime 
involving moral turpitude shall not be eligible as an applicant for any license 
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or permit to operate a racetrack or a racing event under the provisions of 
this act. Any association, partnership, or corporation or related association, 
partnership, or corporation thereof, which has or has had within ten (10) 
years such a person as an officer, executive, stockholder, or director or who 
does or has within the past ten (10) year period knowingly employed any 
person who engages in such practices shall likewise be ineligible as a licensee 
and the commission is hereby empowered to inquire into such matters in 
considering any applications and otherwise administering this act. 


19. Any person who shall influence or have any understanding or con- 
nivance with any owner, groom, or other person associated with or interested 
in any kennel, greyhound, or race in which any greyhound participates, to 
prearrange or predetermine the results of any such race, or any person who 
shall stimulate or depress a greyhound for the purpose of affecting the results 
of a race, shall be guilty of a felony, and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
imprisoned in the state prison for not less than one (1) year nor more than 
ten (10) years, or shall be fined not less than five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
nor more than ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 


20. It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit or communicate to 
another by any means whatsoever the results, changing odds, track conditions, 
or any other information relating to any greyhound race from any racetrack 
in this county, between the period of time beginning one (1) hour prior to 
the first race of the day and ending thirty (30) minutes after the posting 
of the official results of each race, as to that particular race, except that 
this period may be reduced to permit the transmitting of the results of the 
last race each day not sooner than fifteen (15) minutes after the official 
posting of such results. Provided, however, that the commission may, by 
tule, permit the immediate transmission by radio, television, or press wire 
of any pertinent information concerning feature races. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit by any means whatsoever 
racing information to any other person, or to relay the same to any other 
person by word of mouth, by signal, or by use of telephone, telegraph, radio, 
or any other means, when the information is knowingly used or intended 
to be used for illegal gambling purposes, or in furtherance of such gambling 
purposes. 


Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction, shall be imprisoned in the state penitentiary 
for not less than one (1) year nor more than ten (10) years, or shall be 
fined not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than five 
eens dollars ($5,000.00), or both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court. 


21. Upon request of recognized charities, the commission may extend 
said limitations of time for greyhound racing not to exceed three (3) days 
at any one time beyond the period otherwise provided by law so that any 
such track shall conduct a charity day or days of racing for any one or more 
recognized charities in Alabama which has a tax exempt status as provided 
for under the Internal Revenue Code. The total of all profits derived from 
the operation of such racing on such charity days, including all monies which 
would otherwise be received by the commission as taxes for such day’s 
operations, shall be and become a part of the charity trust fund for which 
such racing on such days is conducted. The charity trust fund shall be 
administered as directed by the commission. 
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In determining profits derived from such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shall include all taxes payable to the county or any agency 
thereof for such day’s operations, said tracks shall only be entitled to deduct 
from the profits, accruing from all receipts on such charity days of racing, 
their actual operating costs, which costs shall be those expenses incurred by 
the racetrack solely by reasons of holding said charity days of racing and 
shall not be deemed to include such expenses constant from day to day and 
which would have been incurred had the race on that day not been held, 
including, but not limited to, such items as capital expenditures, interest on 
debts, real estate taxes and annual license fee, donations, bad debts, and 
such other items of daily or prorated expense as the commission may by 
rule prescribe. 


22. The recipient of the license to operate said dog track, whether an 
individual, group of individuals, partnership, or corporation, shall declare 
quarterly dividends on the track’s net earnings for each quarter, beginning 
with the end of the first six months of the operation of the track. 


23. The provisions of the Alabama Ethics Act shall govern the conduct 
of the members of the Birmingham Dog Racing Commission in the per- 
formance of their duties, as set forth in this act. 


Section 2. The provisions of this amendment shall have no force and 
effect unless it shall first be unanimously approved by at least three-fifths 
vote of the elected members of each house and unanimously approved by 
the local constitutional amendment commission. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in each newspaper qualified to run legal notices 
in the county affected. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general, special, constitutional or county election in Jefferson 
County. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of 
Amendment 425 to the Constitution of 1901, and the general election laws 
of this state. This proposed amendment shall become effective without further 
legislation and shall be self-executing.

The notice 
of publication shall be signed by the Chairman of the Supervisory Committee, 
and shall state briefly the purpose of the meeting together with the date, 
time and place of holding such meeting. All such meetings shall be held at 
the Mobile County Courthouse, or some other public meeting place designated 
by the Chairman of the Supervisory Committee. The Chairman of the 
Supervisory Committee or such other person as may be designated by him, 
shall preside at such meetings and Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be followed 
in the conduct of such meetings. The members of the Supervisory Committee 
so elected shall serve for four (4) year terms or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. In the event of a vacancy, such vacancy shall be filled 
in the same manner as the initial members are elected, to complete the 
unexpired term. Only full-time permanent employees in each representative 
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class shall be eligible to vote at any such election. The Personnel Department 
shall certify to the Chairman of the Supervisory Committee the names of 
all law enforcement officers, fire fighters, and other employees eligible to 
vote at any such election at least two days prior to the meeting or meetings 
called for that purpose. 


“(c) Except as otherwise provided herein, each member of the Super- 
visory Committee shall be entitled to cast one vote on any matters considered 
at any regular or special meeting of the Supervisory Committee. In addition 
thereto, each jurisdiction in Mobile County under the control of the Mobile 
County Civil Service System, shall be entitled to cast one additional vote 
for each 400, or a major fraction thereof, Civil Service employees occupying 
permanent positions as of December 31st of the year preceding any such 
meeting of the Supervisory Committee, such additional votes to be cast by 
the elected official designated in (b) 1 above having appointing authority 
over such employees in such jurisdiction. All voting of the Supervisory 
Committee shall be by roll call vote. Voting by proxy shall not be allowed. 


“(d) The Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court of Mobile County shall 
be Chairman of the Committee and shall be entitled to vote only in case 
of a tie. The Chairman shall pass upon the credentials and right of each 
person to sit thereon. He shall be the sole judge of the number of votes a 
member of the Committee shall have as provided for in Subsection (c) above. 
The Chairman shall call the first organizational meeting of the Supervisory 
Committee hereby created as soon as practicable after this Act becomes 
effective. In his call, he shall specify the date and hour of the meeting and 
designate the place thereof, and shall mail a copy thereof to each member 
of the Committee. At its first meeting, the Committee shall adopt such rules, 
regulations and modes of procedure as it deems expedient to enable it to 
dispatch its business in an orderly manner, and, thereafter, from time to 
time, the Committee may amend or rescind such rules, regulations and modes 
of procedure or adopt additional ones. In addition to the organizational 
meeting hereby prescribed, the Committee shall meet on the lst Tuesday in 
March of each year, unless such day is a legal holiday, in which event the 
annual meeting of the Committee shall be held on the day following the 
legal holiday. In addition to these meetings, the Committee may hold special 
meetings on the call of the Chairman or any seven members thereof. All 
meetings of the Committee shall be held at the County Courthouse or some 
other public place designated by the Chairman. Notice shall be given of all 
meetings and shall be signed by the person or persons calling such meeting 
and shall state briefly the purposes of the meeting; shall be mailed to each 
person registered as a member of the Committee or known to be such, and 
shall also be published once each day for three consecutive days immediately 
preceding such meeting in some daily newspaper published in Mobile County. 
Notice of the annual meeting shall be given in like manner, but failure of 
any member to receive notice by mail of any such meeting, either annual 
or special, shall not invalidate it. Provided that at any regular or special 
meeting of the Committee a day may be set for the next meeting of said 
Committee and in this event no further notice of such meeting shall be 
required. A majority of the persons then serving as members of the Committee 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a less number 
may adjourn from time to time to compel the attendance of absent members 
in such manner and under such penalties as may be prescribed by rules and 
regulations of the Committee. The Supervisory Committee shall serve without 
compensation.” 
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Section 2. Section VII(a) of Act No. 470, H. 952 of the Regular Session 
of 1939, (Local Acts, 1939, page 298), which creates and establishes county- 
wide Civil Service System in Mobile County, Alabama, is hereby further 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section VII (a) PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall

“5. Member Number 5 shall be appointed from Personnel Board District

“The initial term of Member Number 4 shall be for a term of two years 
beginning September 15th, 1976 and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. The initial term of Member Number 5 shall be for a term of four 
years beginning on September 15, 1976 and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. Thereafter, all members shall be appointed for five year terms. 
In the event of a vacancy on the Board occasioned by death, resignation, 
impeachment or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the appointment 
of a qualified successor by the Supervisory Committee for the then unexpired 
term. Each member of the Board shall receive an expense allowance of 
$500.00 per month and shall receive $50.00 per meeting attended, and $50.00 
per day for attendance upon all trials and hearings by the Board. Such 
expense allowance and compensation shall be paid from the same funds as 
other expenses of the Department are paid. 


“The Board shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its rules 
and regulations and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the orderly 
dispatch of its business. 


Section 3. Handicapped persons. The Director of the Mobile County 
Personnel Board shall, upon request of an Appointing Authority, add to any 
certification of three applicants eligible for employment, the name of any 
handicapped person on the eligible list who is certified by the Director of 
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the Division of Rehabilitation of Crippled Children, State Department of 
Education, as being eligible for rehabilitation services; but, said Personnel 
Director shall not give preference in certification for employment to any 
handicapped person if he finds such person is physically or otherwise unfit 
to perform effectively the duties of the position in which he seeks employment. 


The decision of the said Personnel Director shall be final. 
Section 4. Act No. 84-623 of the Regular Session of 1984, Acts of 
Alabama, 1984, page 1271, is hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 5. Provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains.

(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of interest 
and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for other 
functions of government, for the principal and interest on the public debt, 
and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1987, to be 
paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and 
accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
and the total amount to be expended for the items for which the appropriation 
is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as 
provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 et seq., 
Code of Alabama 1975.

State Oil and Gas Board to delegate power and authority to a hearing officer;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Sections 9-17-1, 9-17-6, 9-17-7, 9-17-13, 9-17-24, 9-17-25, 9- 
17-26, 9-17-31, 40-20-1 and 40-20-2, Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§9-17-1. Definitions. 


Unless the context otherwise requires, the words defined in this section 
shall have the following meanings when found in this article: 


(1) Board. The state oil and gas board created by this article. 


(2) Persons. Any natural person, firm, corporation, association, part- 
nership, joint venture, receiver, trustee, guardian, executor, administrator, 
fiduciary, representative of any kind or any other group acting as a unit. 


(3) Oil. Crude petroleum oil and other hydrocarbons, regardless of grav- 
ity, which are produced at the well in liquid form 
metheds and which are not the result of condensation of gas after it leaves 


the pool.; and all products resulting from the cleansing, processing or refining 


of oil. 
(4) Gas. All natural gas, including casinghead gas, and occluded natural 


as found in coalbeds; all other liquid or gaseous hydrocarbons not defined 

as oil in subdivision (3) of this section, and all products resulting from the 
cleansing, processing or refining of all other liquid or gaseous hydrocarbons 
not aahined as oil in subdivision (3) of this section. 
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(5) Pool. An underground reservoir containing a common accumulation 
of erude—petreleum oil or natural gas or both and each zone of a general 
structure which is completely separated from any other zone in the structure. 


(6) Field. The general area which is underlaid or appears to be underlaid 
by at least one pool, and such term shall include the underground reservoir 
of reservoirs containing erude—petreleum oil or natural gas or both. The 
words ‘field’ and ‘pool’ mean the same thing when only one underground 
reservoir is involved; however, the word ‘field,’ unlike the word ‘pool,’ may 
relate to two or more pools. 


(7) Owner. The person who has the right to drill into and to produce 
from any pool and to appropriate the production either for himself or for 
himself and another or others. 


(8) Producer. The owner of a well or wells capable of producing oil or 
gas or both; provided, however, that the word ‘producer’ as used in section 
9-17-25 shall also include any person receiving money or other valuable 
consideration as royalty or rental for oil or gas produced or because of oil 
or gas produced, whether produced by him or by some other person on his 
behalf, either by lease, contract or otherwise, and whether the royalty consists 
of a portion of the oil or gas produced being run to his account or a payment 
in money or other valuable consideration. 


(9) Waste. In addition to its ordinary meaning, such term shall mean 
‘physical waste’ as that term is generally understood in the oil and gas 
industry. It shall include: 


a. The inefficient, excessive or improper use or dissipation of reservoir 
energy and the locating, spacing, drilling, equipping, operating or producing 
of any oil or gas well or wells in a manner which results or tends to result 
in reducing the quantity of oil or gas ultimately to be recovered from any 
pool in this state; 


b. The inefficient storing of oil and the locating, spacing, drilling, equip- 
ping, operating or producing of any oil or gas well or wells in a manner 
causing or tending to cause unnecessary or excessive surface loss or destruction 
of oil or gas; 


c. Abuse of the correlative rights and opportunities of each owner of 
oil and gas in a common reservoir due to nonuniform, disproportionate and 
unratable withdrawals causing undue drainage between tracts of land; 


d. Producing oil or gas in such manner as to cause unnecessary water 
channeling or coning; 


e. The operation of any oil well or wells with an inefficient gas-oil ratio; 


f. The drowning with water of any stratum or part thereof capable of 
producing oil or gas; 


g. Underground waste however caused and whether or not defined; 
h. The creation of unnecessary fire hazards; 


i. The escape into the open air, from a well producing both oil and gas, 
of gas in excess of the amount which is necessary in the efficient drilling 
or operation of the well; 


j. The use of gas, except sour gas, for the manufacture of carbon black; 
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k. Permitting gas produced from a gas well to escape into the air;-end, 
in excess of the amount which is necessary for safety reasons or for the 
efficient drilling, testing and operation of the well; and 

1. Production of oil and gas in excess of reasonable market demand 


{9} (10) Product. Any commodity made from or that is a result of 
cleansing, processing or refining oil or gas and shall include refined crude 
oil, crude tops, topped crude, processed crude petroleum, residue from crude 
petroleum, cracking stock, uncracked fuel oil, fuel oil, treated crude oil, 
residuum, gas oil, casinghead gasoline, natural gas gasoline, naphtha, distillate, 
gasoline, kerosene, benzine; benzene, wash oil, waste oil, blended gasoline, 
lubricating oil, blends or mixtures of oil with one or more liquid 


commodities derived from oil or gas, and blends or mixtures 
of two or more liqui commodities derived from oil 


or gas, sulfur, any other sulfur related commodities or any other commodity 
whether heneiuabave enumerated or not. 

40} (11) Illegal oil. Oil which has been produced within the state of 
Alabama from any well or wells in excess of the amount allowed by any 
rule, regulation or order of the board, as distinguished from oil produced 
within the state of Alabama not in excess of the amount so allowed, which 
is ‘legal oil.’ 

44) (12) Illegal gas. Gas which has been produced within the state of 
Alabama from any well or wells in excess of the amount allowed by any 
tule, regulation or order of the board, as distinguished from gas produced 
within the state of Alabama not in excess of the amount so allowed, which 
is ‘legal gas.’ 


442} (13) Illegal product. Any product of oil or gas, any part of which 
was processed or derived in whole or in part from illegal oil or illegal gas 
or from any product thereof, as distinguished from ‘legal product,’ which is 
a product processed or derived to no extent from illegal oil or illegal gas. 


48} (14) Tender. A permit or certificate of clearance, approved and 
issued or registered under the authority of the board, for the transportation 
of oil, gas or products. 


444} (15) Drainage unit. The area in a pool which may be drained 
efficiently and economically by one well. 


45) (16) Developed area or Developed unit. A drainage unit having a 
well completed thereon which is capable of producing oil or gas in paying 
quantities; however, in the event it is shown and the board finds that a 
part of any unit is nonproductive, then the developed part of the unit shall 
include only that part found to be productive. 


46) (17) Reasonable market demand. As to oil, the amount of oil 
reasonably needed for current consumption and use, together with a rea- 
sonable amount of oil for storage and working stock and, as to gas, the 
amount of gas of any type reasonably needed to supply the current con- 
sumption and use of such type of gas. 


(18) NGPA. The federal Natural Gas Policy Act of 1978. 
“89-17-6. 


(a) The board shall have jurisdiction and authority over all persons and 
property necessary to administer and enforce effectively the provisions of 
this article and all other articles relating to the conservation of oil and gas. 
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(b) The board shall have the authority and it shall be its duty to make 
such inquiries as it may think proper to determine whether or not waste, 
over which it has jurisdiction, exists or is imminent. In the exercise of such 
power the board shall have the authority: 


(1) To collect data; 
(2) To make investigation and inspection; 


(3) To examine properties, leases, papers, books and records, including 
drilling records and logs; 


(4) To examine, check, test and gauge oil and gas wells, tanks, refineries 
and modes of transportation; 


(5) To hold hearings; 
(6) To require the keeping of records and making of reports; and 


(7) To take such action as may be reasonably necessary to enforce this 
article. 


(c) The board shall have the authority to make, after hearing and notice 
as provided in this article, such reasonable rules, regulations and orders as 
may be necessary from time to time in the proper administration and 
enforcement of this article, including rules, regulations and orders for the 
following purposes: 


(1) To require the drilling, casing and plugging of wells to be done in 
auch a manner as to prevent the escape of oil or gas out of one stratum to 
another; 


(2) To prevent the intrusion of water into an oil or gas stratum from 
a separate stratum; 


(3) To prevent the pollution of fresh water supplies by oil, gas or salt 
water; 


(4) To require the making of reports showing the location of oil and 
gas wells and to require the filing of logs, including electrical logs, and drilling 
records and the lodgment in the office of the state oil and gas supervisor of 
typical drill cuttings or cores, if cores are taken, within six months from 
the time of the completion of any well; 


(5) To require reasonable bond, with good and sufficient surety, con- 
ditioned for the performance of the duties outlined in subdivisions (1), (2), 
(3) and (4) of this subsection, including the duty to plug each dry or abandoned 
well; 


(6) To prevent wells from being drilled, operated or produced in such 
a manner as to cause injury to neighboring leases or property; 


(7) To prevent the drowning by water of any stratum or part thereof 
capable of producing oil or gas in paying quantities and to prevent the 
premature and irregular encroachment of water which reduces or tends to 
reduce the total ultimate recovery of oil or gas from any pool; 


(8) To require the operation of wells with efficient gas-oil ratios and to 
fix such ratios; 


(9) To prevent ‘blow outs,’ ‘caving’ and ‘seepage’ in the sense that 
conditions indicated by such terms are generally understood in the oil and 
gas business; 
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(10) To prevent fires; 


(11) To identify the ownership of all oil and gas wells, producing leases, 
refineries, tanks, plants, structures and storage and transportation equipment 
and facilities; 

(12) To regulate the ‘shooting,’ perforating and chemical treatment of 
wells; 


(13) To regulate. secondary enhanced recovery methods, including the 


which inelide Class II injection wells as defined | in the Federal Safe Daaking 
Water Act, 42 U.S.C. 300f et _seq.; 


(14) To regulate the spacing of wells and to establish drilling units; 


(15) To limit and prorate the production of oil or gas or both from any 
pool or field for the prevention of waste as defined in this article; 


(16) To require, either generally or in or from particular areas, certificates 
of clearance or tenders in connection with the transportation of oil, gas or 
any product; 


(17) To prevent, so far as is practical, reasonably avoidable drainage 
from each developed unit which is not equalized by counterdrainage; and 


(18) To require the placing of meters of a type approved by the board 
wherever the board may designate on all pipe lines, gathering systems, barge 
terminals, loading racks, refineries or other places deemed necessary or proper 
to prevent waste and the transportation of illegally produced oil or gas. Such 
meters at all times shall be under the supervision and control of the board; 
and it shall be a violation of this article, subject to the penalties provided 
in this article, for any person to refuse to attach or install such meter when 
ordered to do so by the board or in any way to tamper with such meter so 
as to produce a false or inaccurate reading or to have any bypass at such 
a place where the oil or gas can be passed around such meter, unless expressly 
authorized by written permit of the board.

(a) The board shall prescribe its rules of order or procedure in hearings 
or other proceedings before it under this article. 


(b) No rule, regulation or order, including any change, renewal or ex- 
tension thereof, shall, in the absence of an emergency, be made by the board 
under the provisions of this article except after a public hearing upon at 
least 10 days notice, given in the manner and form as may be prescribed 
by the board. Such public hearing shall be held at such time and place and 
in such manner as may be prescribed by the board, and any person having 
any quieres in the subject matter of the hearing shall be entitled to be

(d) Should the board elect to give notice by personal service, such service 
may be made by any officer authorized to serve process or by any agent of 
the board in the same manner as is provided by law for the service of 
summons in civil actions in the circuit courts of this state. Proof of the 
service by such agent shall be by the affidavit of the person making personal 
service. 


(e) All rules, regulations and orders. made by the board shall be in writing 
and shall be entered in full by the secretary of the board in a book to be 
kept for such purpose by the board, which shall be a public record and open 
to inspection at all times during reasonable office hours. A copy of any rule, 
regulation or order, certified by the secretary of the board, shall be received 
in evidence in all courts of this state with the same effect as the original. 


(f) Any interested person shall have the right to have the board call a 
hearing for the purpose of taking action in respect to any matter within the 
jurisdiction of the board by making a request therefor in writing. Upon the 
receipt of any such request, the board promptly shall call a hearing thereon 
and, after such hearing and with all convenient speed and in any event 
within 30 days after the conclusion of such hearing, shall take such action 
with regard to the subject matter thereof as it may deem appropriate. 


(g) The board shall have the authority to appoint a hearing officer for 
the purpose of conducting public hearings on behalf of the board and makin

“39-17-13. 


(a) When any mineral or other related interests deriving from two or 
more separately owned tracts of land are embraced within an established or 
a proposed drilling or production unit, or when there are separately owned 
interests in all or a part of an established or proposed drilling or production 
unit, or any combination of such, the persons owning such interests therein 
may validly agree to integrate or pool such interests and to develop such 
interests and associated lands as a drilling or production unit. Where, however, 
such owners have not agreed to so integrate or pool such interests, the board 
shall, for the prevention of waste or to avoid the drilling of unnecessary 
wells, require such persons owning such interests to do so and to develop 
their interests and the associated lands as a drilling or production unit. 


(b) The board, in order to prevent waste and avoid the drilling of 
unnecessary wells, may permit or require the cycling of gas in any pool or 
portion thereof and is also authorized to permit or require the introduction 
of gas or other substance into an oil or gas reservoir for the purpose of 
repressuring such reservoir, maintaining pressure or carrying on 
enhanced recovery operations. The board may require pooling or integration 
of all the interests in or associated with such tracts, when reasonably necessary 
in connection with cycling operations. 


(c) All orders requiring integration, pooling, cycling, repressuring, pres- 
sure maintenance or seeendary enhanced recovery operations shall be made 
after notice and hearing and shall be upon terms and conditions that are 
just and reasonable and which will afford to the person owning each such 
interest associated with each tract the opportunity to recover or receive his 
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just and equitable share of the oil and gas in the pool without unnecessary 
expense and will prevent or minimize reasonably avoidable drainage from 
each unit which is not equalized by counterdrainage. The portion of the 
production allocated to the person owning each such interest associated with 
each tract included in an integrated or pooled unit formed by an integration 
or pooling order shall, when produced, be considered as if it had been 
produced from such tract by a well drilled thereon. In the event such 
integration or pooling is required by the board, the operator designated by 
the board to develop and operate the integrated or pooled unit shall have 
the right to charge against the interest of each other owner in the production 
from the wells drilled by such designated operator the actual expenditures 
required for such purpose, not in excess of what are reasonable, including a 
reasonable charge for supervision; and the operator shall have the right to 
receive the first production from such wells drilled by him thereon which

the production of oil shall be exempt from this tax; however, if any gas so 
injected into the earth is sold for such purposes, then the gas so sold shall 
not be exempt from this tax. The tax shall be paid to the department of 
revenue directly by the purchaser when authorized in writing by the producer, 
and, when so paid, the producer or person in charge of production shall be 
relieved of any further liability.

It shall be the duty of every person producing or in charge of production 
of erude-petroleum oil or natural gas from any well or wells in the state of 
Alabama for sale, transport, storage, profit or for use to keep and preserve 
such records of the amount of all such erude-petreleum oil or natural gas 
produced for sale, transport, storage, profit or for use as may be necessary 
to determine the amount of the tax for which he is liable under the provisions 
of section 9-17-25.

All funds collected pursuant to the two percent tax levied on the producer 
of erude—petreleum oil, er-natural gas and all products resulting from the

(6) Product. Any commodity made from or that is a result of cleansing, 
rocessing or refining oil or gas and shall include refined crude oil, crude 
tops, topped crude, processed crude petroleum, residue from crude petroleum 
cracking stock, uncracked fuel oil, fuel oil, treated crude oil rennin as 
oil, casin head asoline, natural gas gasoline, naphtha, distillate, gasoline 
kerosene beneere wash oil, waste oil Rended asoline, lubricating oil blends 
or mixtures of oil with one or more liquid commodities derived from oil or 
as, blends or mixtures or two or more liquid commodities derived from oil 
or gas, sulfur, any other sulfur related commodities or any other commodity

{6)(7) Severed. The extraction or withdrawing from the soil or water 
or from below the surface of the soil or water of any oil or gas, whether 
such extraction or withdrawal shall be by natural flow, mechanically enforced 
flow, pumping or any other means employed to get the oil or gas from the 
soil or water or from below the surface of the soil or water. 


€4}(8) Person. Any natural person, firm copartnership, joint venture, 
association, corporation, estate, trust and any other group or combination 
acting as a unit, and the plural as well as the singular number. 


(8}(9) Producer. Any person engaging or continuing in the business of 
oil or gas production, which, for the purpose of this article, includes the 
owning, controlling, managing, or leasing of any oil or gas property or oil 
or gas well, and producing in any manner any oil or gas by taking it from 
the soil or waters, or from beneath the soil or waters, of the state of Alabama, 
and further includes receiving money or other valuable consideration as 
royalty or rental for oil or gas produced or because of oil or gas produced, 
whether produced by him or by some other person on his behalf, either by 
lease, contract or otherwise, and whether the royalty consists of a portion 
of the oil or gas produced being run to his account or a payment in money 
or other valuable consideration.

444}(15) Onshore well. Any oil or gas well that is drilled in an area 
other than submerged lands as defined herein. 


445}(16) Replacement wells. A well drilled on a drilling and/or production 
unit to replace another well which is drilled in the same unit and completed 
in the same pool. 


446}(17) Commenced. A well shall be deemed to have commenced when 
the well is spudded. 


447)(18) Completion. A well shall be deemed to be completed for purposes 
of this article when drilling and logging operations have ceased. 


448}(19) Pool. As used herein, pool shall mean a single underground 
reservoir containing a common accumulation of oil or gas or both. Each 
zone of a general structure which is completely separated from any other 
zone in the structure is a single pool as that term is used herein. 


449}(20) Enhanced recovery project. An oil or gas recovery project which 
is approved by the state oil and gas board of Alabama employing one or 
more of the following methods: 


a. Recycling, injecting or flooding a pool, or pools, or portion thereof, 
with air, gas, water, hydrocarbons, carbon dioxide (CO,) or any other sub- 
stance, or any combination or combinations thereof; or 


b. The use of polymers, steam flooding or fire flooding. 


{20}(21) Supplemental enhanced recovery project. An enhanced recovery 
project in which injection of substances into a unitized area was initiated 
prior to January 1, 1985, and thereafter is improved by expanding or otherwise 
changing the unit operations associated with the project as approved by the 
state oil and gas board of Alabama for the purpose of increasing the ultimate 
recovery of hydrocarbons. 


{24}(22) Incremental oil or gas production. The amount of oil or gas 
which will be produced as a result of a qualified enhanced recovery project 
and which is in excess of the amount of oil or gas which could have been 
produced economically and efficiently from a pool or pools or portion thereof 
by production methods being utilized prior to said qualified enhanced recovery 
project being approved by the state oil and gas board of Alabama. 


422}(23) Qualified enhanced recovery project. As used herein, a qualified 
enhanced recovery project shall mean an enhanced recovery project or sup- 
plemental enhanced recovery project that meets all of the following criteria: 


a. That the area where the enhanced recovery project or supplemental 
enhanced recovery project is employed has been unitized in accordance with 
the provisions of Article 3, Chapter 17 of Title 9 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended.

(a) There is hereby levied, to be collected hereafter, as herein provided, 
annual privilege taxes upon every person engaging or continuing to engage 
within the state of Alabama in the business of producing or severing oil or 
gas, as defied herein, from the soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil 
or the waters, of the state for sale, transport, storage, profit or for use. The 
amount of such tax shall be measured at the rate of eight percent of the 
gross value of said oil or gas at the point of production except as provided 
herein.

(b) The tax is hereby levied upon the basis of the entire production in 
this state, including what is known as the royalty interest, on which pro- 
duction the amount of such tax shall be a lien, regardless of the place of 
sale or to whom sold, or by whom used, or the fact that the delivery may 
be made to points outside the state; and the tax shall accrue at the time 
such oil or gas is severed from the soil or the waters, or from beneath the 
soil or the waters, and in its natural, unrefined or unmanufactured condition.

The remaining 10 percent 
on such net amount shall be allocated and distributed by the comptroller to 
the county in which the oil or gas was produced for county purposes or to 
be expended at the discretion of the county governing body.

Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has passed the following House Bills and returns same 
herewith to the House: 


H.121. To repeal Section 2-6-2, providing for the appointment of a 
Superintendent of the Agricultural Center to manage and control the coliseum 
and its facilities; to provide for the appointment of merit system employees 
for the Agricultural Center by the Agricultural Center Board.

H.179. Relating to the acquisition and/or transportation of donor 
organs retrieved in Alabama; to state the legislative intent; to define the 
terms chairman, person, quality assurance, organ and service; to provide that 
the chairman is to establish policies, procedures and standards and certify 
compliance with the established quality assurance standards of persons en- 
gaging in organ acquisition, and/or transportation, of organs retrieved in 
Alabama; but Chairman shall not certify a person until that person possesses 
and demonstrates to the Chairman the necessary knowledge and technical
